In a scathing attack on the govern-

The criticism and the recom- 
endations were made public at a 
■ess conference by Bank Governor 
•oshe Mandelbaum, presenting the 
■ntral bank's annual report for 
184. 

He did not specify the size of the 
:valuation necessary to com pen - 
te for dropping import restrictions 
td export subsidies. But economic 


observers said it could be about 25 
per cent. 

The governor told reporters that 
the Bank of Israel agreed with the 
recommendations made by the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund report 
on Israel. 

The IMF has recommended 
exchange-rate . unification which 
would permit the return to a liberal 
exchange-rate and trade system. 

In addition the fund strongly 
favours a comprehensive stabiliza- 
tion plan that includes substantia] 
cuts in the budget, an end to indexa- 
tion for short-term assets, such as the 
Patam accounts and other dollar or 
price-index linked assets, and a large 
devaluation of the shekel. The IMF 
also favours eroding real wages by 
more than by 2 per cent, the figure

Ata workers entrench

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
administration yesterday out- 
lined six steps which the Soviet 
Union would have to accept be- 
fore it could join the U.S. in 
revived Arab-Israeli peace talks. 

The steps were disclosed by ihe 
State Department a day after Jor- 
dan's visiting King Hussein called for 
an "umbrella " international confer- 
ence on the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

According to the State Depart- 
ment. the Soviet Union would have 
to re-establish diplomatic relations 
with Israel: curtail anti-Semitic 
propaganda: ease the harassment of 


Soviet Jews, including those who 
wish to emigrate; stop supplying 
arms to the various militias in Leba- 
non: use its influence among its 
"friends and allies" to stop the flow 
of aims to Iran, and end its efforts to 
derail the Arab-Israeli peace pro- 
cess. 

Such steps by the Soviet Union, a 
U.S. spokesman said, would so a 
long way towards enabling the U.S. 
to support a Soviet role -in Arab- 
Israeli peacemaking by underlining a 
more positive and responsible Soviet 
attitude toward the peace process. 

But LLS. officials yesterday con- 
ceded that the Soviet Union was 
unlikely to accept all of those condi- 
tions. Thus, the Americans said, it 


was unlikely that HusSein’s proposal 
for an international conference, in- 
cluding the U.S. and the Soviet Un- 
ion as well as the three other perma- 
nent members of the UN Security 
Council, was a viable option for the 
time being. 

Jn private briefings. U.S. officials 
srrongly insisted that there has not 
been any fundamental change in 
U.S. policy on this sensitive issue. 

Still. Israeli diplomats and others 
suspected that there may indeed 
have been a slight softening of the 
long-standing U.S. opposition to an 
international conference on the Mid- 
dle East in the aftermath of Hus- 
sein's talks Wednesday at the White 
House.

Israel remains adamantly opposed 
to an international conference on 
Middle East peace even if it would 
serve as a forum for direct negotia- 
tions between Israel and a joint 
Jordanian-Palestioian delegation. 

But Israeli officials are not 
opposed to another idea which was 
apparently raised at the meeting be- 
tween Jordan's King Hussein and 
President Reagan. This idea is to 


work towards informal talks be- 
tween the U.S. administration and a 
group of Jordanians and Palestinians 
acceptable to Israel. Such talks, as 
long as they are not designated as 
formal negotiations, would not run 
counter to Israeli insistence on direct 
talks between the belligerent par- 
ties. 

Official Jerusalem was taken 
aback by the statement of a senior 
administration official after the 
meeting outlining six steps the Soviet 


Union would have to take to join in 
Middle East peace talks. Israel's 
view is still that the Americans have 
not really abandoned their objec- 
tions to allowing the Soviet Union 
into the Middle East peace process. 

It was stressed that even an inter- 
national conference modelled after 
the 1973 Geneva conference would 
be unacceptable. The Soviets had 
played a formal role at the Geneva 
Conference but were cut out of the

METULLA. - The Israel Defence 
Forces have started using an “iron 
fist" against the population in the 
buffer zone in South Lebanon. The 
IDF has demolished jit least 10 
houses belonging to residents of the 
zone, including dwellings belonging 
to those living close to the interna- 
tional border 

Eyewitnesses reported that resi- 
dents were assembled in a village 


square and the IDF paraded suspects 
who then told the villagers what 
anti-Israel activities they were sus- 
pected of. The IDF then demolished 
the houses. 

This policy follows a recent in- 
crease in the number of attacks and 
attempted attacks on Israeli forces 
and units of the South Lebanese 
Army. 

Last week, explosive charges and 
Katyusha launchers were discovered 
in the buffer zone and dismantled. 


BRUSSELS. - The worst soccer 
violence ever seen in Europe led 
yesterday to world-wide condemna- 
tion, a pledge by Britain to pay 
compensation to families of the 
mainly Italian victims, and calls to 
ban British clubs from competition. 

At leas; 38 people were killed and 
370 injured Wednesday night as En- 
glish fans attacked rival Italian sup- 
porters in a Brussels stadium before 
the Liverpool-Juventus match. 

Twenty-six of the dead were Ita- 
lians. including a 10-year-old boy. 
The bodies of four Belgians, a Briton 
and a Frenchman were also identi- 
fied last night. 

Two others were still in coma, and 
three in very grave condition. 

Belgium proposed to ban visits by 
British soccer teams because of vio- 


lence, government sources here 
said. 

Interior Minister Charles- 
Ferdinand Nothomb recommended 
the ban after meeting security offi- 
cials and the Belgian and interna- 
tional organizers of the fragic game . 

Nothumb told a press conference 
the proposed ban, expected to be 
formally approved by the govern- 
ment today, would remain in force 
until the European Football Union 
(Uefa) was able to ensure security at 
European matches. 

But Uefa yesterday decided it 
would not rush into anion. 

Speaking on French television in 
Paris yesterday, Uefa president Jac- 
ques Georges said the Uefa execu- 
tive committee would meet in Gene- 
va in early July to decide on Ihe 


sanctions to take on the basis of a 
probe which Uefa is conducting into 
the tragedy. 

The Belgian Public Prosecutor’s 
Office said 15 people, including 12 
Britons, had been arrested in con- 
nection with the violence. 


Britain, accepting much of the 
blame, yesterday offered £250,000 
as an “initial payment" to any disas- 
ter appeal. 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatch- 
er admitted Liverpool fans seemed

f the week-tong Paris Aeros- 
Festival. billed as the biggest 
iw on earth. Thirty -three parti- 
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cipatiog countries are displaying 
over 200 aircraft in flight or on the 
ground,, as well as thousands of 
defence-related systems. 

Yesterday’s flying programme in- 
cluded stunning aerobatics by 
piston-engined trainers and jet fight- 
ers. The Astras’ sedate passes over 
the field showed it as an elegant, 
quiet-running aircraft. 

The Astra is “today’s best 
medio m J sized business jet,” 
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Ya’acOvShani, IAI’s director of civil 
aircraft marketing, told The Jeru- 
salem Post. With five speed and 
endurance records already under its 
belt, the brand new Astra is a front- 
runner of its type. The main com- 
petition comes from four manufac- 
turers in the U.S., Britain and 
France. 

According to Shani, the $6 million . 
Astra has greater speed and range 
than its competitors. First delivery is 
scheduled for this October, and 10 
planes have already been sold. 

IAI showed a modest quarter- 
scale model of the Lavi strike air- 
craft, compared to more impressive 
full-scale models of British Aeros- 
pace's EFA fighter and Dassault's 
next-generation Rafale fighter. 
However, the status of the European 
jets is still in doubt, with no firm 
decision by any government to go 
ahead with a specific project. 

Dominating the foreign exhibits, 
both literally and figuratively,* is the 


huge Soviet transport - the Antonov 
124. Shown for the first time in the 
West, it is billed as the world's 
biggest aircraft. Similar to America's 
Galaxy transport, the AN-124 can 
lift 405 tons and looks big enough to 
bouse a few bartle tanks. 


Another focus of attention 
Grumman's slrange-looking ex- 
perimental X-29. This creature at 
first glance appears to have its wings 
on the wrong way around, as rhey 
are swept forwards instead of back- 
wards.

Menabem Neubeiger, convicted 
yesterday for conspiring to blow up 
the mosques on the Temple Mount 
and for involvement in the car- 
bombing attacks against West Bank 
mayors in 1980, was sentenced in the 
Jerusalem District Court yesterday 
to 22 months imprisonment and 18 
months suspended. 
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Neuberger will very likely be out 
of prison within two months. His* 
sentence will almost certainly be 
reduced by one third for good be- 
haviour, and he has already been in 
jail for a year during his trial. 


He was convicted after a plea 
bargaining arrangement in which the 
prosecution dropped charges of 
membership in a terror organization 
and attempting to cause grievous 
bodily harm in the attack on the 
mayors. 

Instead, lie was convicted of con- 
spiring to cause grievous bodily 
harm by conducting surveillance for 
one of the car-bombing attacks. He 
. was also convicted of conspiring to 
blow up the Temple Mount mosques 
in connection with which he carried 
out surveillance. 

Defence attorney Ya’acov Rubin 
expressed satisfaction with the sent- 
ence. Neuberger’s father-in-law. 


Tehiya MK Eliezer Waldman told 
reporters in the courtroom of the 
“need for clemency (for Jewish 
underground members) to achieve 
national reconciliation." 

Asked whether other convicts 
such as David Ben-Shimol. who 
fired a missile into an Arab bus. or 
Allen Goodman, who shot up the 
Temple Mount, should be included 
in a “clemency for those who express 
remorse," the Kirvat Arba rabbi 
said “thought should be given to it." 

Prosecutor Uzi Hasson said he is 
still waiting for the defence argu- 
ment for its request to unify' all the 
remaining trials of the alleged Jewish 
underground members. The defence 


has asked to combine the trials for 
murder and attempted murder aris- 
ing from the attack on the Islamic 
University, the grenade bombings of 
a Hebron school yard and mosque, 
and the ongoing trials for the attacks 
on the West Bank mayors, the Tem- 
ple Mount sabotage and the 
attempts to blow up five Arab buses. 
Hasson said he would decide on the 
request after receiving the defence 
arguments. 

The defence request is part of a 
strategy to end the trials as quickly as 
possible and then to seek clemency. 
The prosecution has some 40 witnes- 
ses to call in the murder and attemp- 
ted murder trials. 





Shamir gives advice oh use

ELI AL. - U.S. legal restrictions 
barring the use of American funds to 
help settle Ethiopian immigrants 
across the Green Line will not be 
strictly enforced against immigrants 
who arrived more than a year ago. 
This emerged during a conversation 
at this Golan Heights moshav yester- 
day between Vice Premier Yitzhak 
Shamir and the region's settlement 
leaders. 

The leaders complained to Shamir 
that the U.S. restrictions are pre- 
venting them from absorbing the 
Ethiopian newcomers as they had 
wished. 

The American restrictions apply 
both to funds contributed by the 
administration for the absorption of 
Ethiopian Jews and to UJA tax-free 
donations. The settlement leaders 
told Shamir that the Jewish Agency 


is cleaving strictly to these rules and 
not letting any Ethiopians seLtie on 
the Golan. 


Shamir pointed out that the res- 
trictions eased once a newcomer had 
attained his full citizenship after one 
year’s residence. He advised the 
Golan leaders, therefore, to focus 
their attention on the Ethiopians 
who have been in the country for 
longer than 12 months. He termed 
the U.S. restrictions “a bad sick- 
ness.” 


An executive of the Golan 
Heights-based Yarden vineyards 
told Shamir that their wine had been 
well-received throughout the U.S., 
except for Washington, D.C., where 
the Israel Embassy has not been 
buying the wine for use at official 
functions. “I will cable the ambassa- 
dor at once,” Shamir lightheartedly. 
promised.

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
has decided to bring charges against 
journalist Amnon Kapeliuk for 
allegedly visiting Jordan illegally 
during March this year. 

Kapeliuk, who writes for Y edict 
Aharonot could face up to a year in 
prisoo if found guilty of entering an 
Arab country which is in a state of 
war with Israel. 

In a statement released by the 
Justice Ministry yesterday, Zamir 
recalls that Kapeliuk. visited Jordan 
in November 1984 to cover the 
Palestine National Congress meet- 


ings in Amman. Eollowpjg the visit, 
Kepeliu.k was. , questioned. , by the 


police and when it became clear that 
a $ertior security official knew ip 
advance of his plans, Zamir ruled it 
was inappropriate to put him on 
trial. 


However. Kapeliuk was warned 
orally and in writing that under the 
law he could face charges. 

In March this year. Kapeliuk visit- 
ing Jordan again and Zamir ordered 
another police investigation. On the 
basis of the police findings, Zamir 
decided yesterday to charge Kape- 
liuk under section 5 of the Defence 
Emergency Regulations of 1948. 
which bars an Israeli citizen or resi- 
dent from entering certain Arab 
countries, including Jordan, unless 
they have received the interior 
minister's prior permission. 

Kapeliuk said last night that 
Zamir had, in effect, acted against 
the freedom of the press “in onder'to 
satisfy certain circles in the national 
unity, government. His decision will 
not help Israel abroad where the 
freedom of the press in this country 
is admired.”

CAIRO (AP). - A one-day round of 
Israeli-Egyptian talks ended yester- 
day with both sides reporting no 
agreement in sight on a method for 
resolving the Taba border dispute. 

After the morning session, Israeli 
Foreign Ministry Director-General 
David Kimcfae said Israel has made 
no decision on Egypt's demand for 
international arbitration on Taba.

“We clarified our positions, and 
we understand each other's positions 
better now,” Kimche said. “Now is 
the time to go to our respective 
governments and they will make the 
decisions... afterwards we will prob- 
ably continue, talking and neotiat- 
ing.” 


Court extends detention 
in ‘political stabbing* 

The Jerusalem Magistrates Court 
yesterday extended by 15 days the 
detention of Omar Sarani. 22, of 
Nablus who is suspected of stabbing 
to death Tawfik Salame, 18, at the 
beginning of the week during a de- 
monstration in the Kalandia school. 

The police representative told the 
court that the stabbing followed a 
political dispute that broke out be- 
tween them daring a demonstration 
in Birzeit University.

Sprawled on the lawn of the 
presidential residence, young chil- 
dren of the “adoptive" parents play- 
ed with the uniformed men and 
women as if they were real siblings. 

The project, which began four 


years ago. offers many soldiers a 
warm home for the first time in their 
lives, a place to spend leaves and to 
unwind and support in a crisis. Fami- 
lies ready to volunteer may write to 
coordinator Rav-Seren Shlomit Rof- 
man. Army Post Box 01616. 

In a full of feeling voice, a soldier 
named Moshe told the crowd that his 
mother died when he was seven, 
leaving him with an uncaring father 
who came home only to play cards 
with “undesirable characters.” Af- 
ter going into the army, he was 
“adopted” by the Brin family of 
Azor who have changed his life. 

“I come home and- four children 
jump on me, hug me,” said Moshe.

“There is no 
better lesson in good citizenship for 
your children. We gave him a key to 
our apartment. He helps wash the 
dishes. The kids fight to have Moshe 
sleep in the bed next to theirs.” 

Michael and Evelyn Schimmel. of 
Jerusalem, with five children under 
13, “adpted” Moshe K., a new im- 
migrant from Los Angeles who has 
just been demobilized from the 
Golani Brigade. Michael, a neonato- 
logist at Shaare Zedek Hospital, and 
his. psychologist wife, asked for an 
English-speaking soldier since they 
always spend Shabbat with English- 
speaking relatives. Moshe felt awk- 
ward at first, but quickly settled into 
the family, spending every Shabbat 
leave with them and only rarely 
going to his immigrant hostel. 

President Herzog said the volun- 
teers were doing “holy work" giving 
the soldiers self-confidence and an 
example of healthy home-life. 

IDF Chief Education Officer Tat- 
Aluf Yos Eldar said the army, while 
a big family, could be a lonely place. 
Giving soldiers warm homes, he con- 
cluded, is like “giving them a home- 
land." 


70 Tel Aviv drivers escape 
the clutches of the Denver boot

TEL AVIV. - A war of wits is raging 
here between drivers who illegally 
park their cars and the company that 
applies the Denver boot. 

Since the company started locking 
illegally-parked cars 10 days ago. 70 
of 550 affected motorists have man- 
aged to free their vehicles, mostly by 
deflating the locked tire. Some even 
stole the Denver boot. 

The company was originally man- 
dated to lock cars illegally parked on 
sidewalks. But as of yesterday it 
began also locking cars illegally 
parked on streets, especially in park- 
ing spaces reserved for disabled driv- 
ers. 

The city has run notices in the 
newspapers announcing ihQC those 
unlocking the boot could face one 
year’s imprisonment. 


And in an effort to make the boot 
"escape proof." the company has 
added chains to It. But Tel Aviv 
motorists have taken up the chal- 
lenge. and Houdini-style. are still 
managing to break free. 

Eli Peleg. bead of Gross-Horn, 
the company that contracted to app- 
ly the boots, said his firm is develop- 
ing a device to prevent motorists 
from reaching their tire nuts and air 
valve. 

Peleg said that about 50 of the 
motorists who “escaped" the boot 
will be prosecuted and that those 
who absconded with the device will 
also be charged with theft. 

Peleg said that since the Denver 
boot made its debut in Tel Aviv 
fewer drivers have been parking ille- 
gally on city sidewalks. “This can be 
seen particularly on Dizengoff and 
Ibn Gvirol streets," he said.

TEL AVIV. - The debate over a 
co mmiss ion of inquiry into the Leba- 
non War appeared very much alive 
in the Labour Party yesterday, de- 
spite the defeat. in’ihe Knesset on 
Wednesday of opposition moves to 
set up such a commission. 

There were calls in Labour yester- 
day for a reconsideration of the 
party's decision to abstain in the 
Knesset and for support of a com- 
mission. even if it meant the down- 
fall of the national unity govern- 
ment. The government, it is said in 
the party, is doomed to collapse 
anyway and is doing the country 
little good. It is also seen as in 
Labour's interest to get out of the 
rotation agreement with the Likud . 

But sources dose to Prime Minis- 
ter Peres told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that there is little likehood that 
the moves would result in anything 
other than the letting off of steam in 
the coming few days. Peres, the 
sources say, will not push for early 
elections when the economy can ili- 
afford it and the polls do not predict 
any breaking of the deadlock be- 
tween Labour and the Likud. 

There is concern, however, in 
Peres's quarters that belligerent 
noises from Labour may provoke an 
aggressive response from the Likud 
and that the resulting polemics will 
further weaken the government. 

As the sources saw it last night, the 
party will not shelve the inquiry 
commission idea forever, but will 
hold it in reserve for revival, at the 
right time. A commission will be set 
up one day, but not in the very near 
future, according to the sources.

Counterfeit ring caught, agent’s work credited Eli Cohen remembered, 20 years after

TEL AVIV. - A printing press be- 
lieved to have printed thousands of 
counterfeit dollars sold to unsus- 
pected buyers on the black market 
was discovered yesterday by the Tel 
Aviv police central unit. 

Police raided a printing house on 
the corner of King George and Mac- 
cabi streets. The place is owned by a 
20-year-old Tel Aviv resident in 
whose apartment the police later 
found plates for printing $100 bills 


behind a picture on the wall. 

Two persons suspected of belong- 
ing to the ring which produced and 
circulated the notes were remanded 
yesterday for 15 days. Three other 
suspects were detained for 10 days 
on Wednesday. More arrests are 
expected. 

The gang and printing press were 
discovered following a police agent- 
'sundercover work among drug deal- 
er. The agent purchased a few of the 
notes and thus got onto the track of 
the counterfeiters.

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■Teachers protest firings 

Most schools to open 
2 hours late on Sunday

TEL AVJV. - Most classes are to 
begin at 10 a.m. on Sunday, two 
hours later than usual, as a protest by 
the Histadrut Teachers Union 
against the firing of teachers by the 
Education Ministry. 

' The strike is to affect elementary' 
schools, those junior high and high 
school classes whose teachers are 
members of the Histadrut Teachers 
Union, and teachers colleges. Kin- 
dergartens and special education 
classes will not be affected bv the 
stoppage. 

The union is protesting against the 
firing of 1 ,800 teachers who received 
their letters of dismissal this week, 
and the warnings sent to another 
2.200 teachers that they may lose 
their jobs too. 

Negotiations seeking to avert fir- 
ings in exchange for postponing pay 
increases are still deadlocked. What 
the teachers are willing to give up is 
insufficient to prevent firings, the 


ministry says. The teachers, for theii 
part, think the ministry is asking 
them to give up too much. 

-Meanwhile, leaders of the union 
yesterday met representatives of the 
Labour and Social Affairs Ministry, 
where .five hundred teachers em- 
ployed in vocational training prog- 
rammes for school dropouts and in 
schools for working teenagers are 
threatened with dismissal because of 
budget cuts. The union claims pupils 
will be out on the streets as a result, 
and it was agreed to form a jojnt 
union-ministry committee to seek 
solutions. 

Those junior high and high school 
teachers belonging to the Secondary 
School Teachers Association will not 
participate in Sunday's strike and are 
planning no other sanctions. Their 
union has reached an agreement 
with the Education Ministry, and 
joint committees are already work- 
ing on implementing the agreement, 
despite the fact that the Finance 
Ministry refuses to sign it.

Israel’s vehicle fleet up 4% in 1984

There were about 756,000 motor 
vehicles on Israel's roads at the end 
of last year - 4 per cent more than at 
the end of 1983. 

According to figures just released 
by the Central Bureau of Statistics in 
its quarterly transportation review, 
the nation's fleet consisted of 

599.000 cars. 113,000 lorries. 29,000 
motorcycles and motorscooters. 

8.000 buses and 7,000 taxicabs. 

The so-called “rate of motoriza- 
tion" went up from J76 vehicles per 

1.000 population at the end of 1983, 
to 190 per 1,000 at the end of last

However, this rate is not uniform. 


throughout the country. For exam- 
ple. in Tel Aviv it stands at 364 pier 
1,000, in Haifa at 255 per 1,000 and 
in Jerusalem at 145 per 1,000. 

However. Israel still lagged well 
behind most developed countries in 
1983 when it came to the number of 
private cars per 1.000 persons. The 
figure for Israel was 138 p>er 1,000, 
compared with 531 for the U.S.. 469 
for Australia, 392 for Switzerland 
and 330 for Holland. 

Of the 47,000 new private cars 
acquired by Israelis in 1984, Subaru 
was the most popular, accounting for 
17 per cent of the total, followed by 
Ford, with 14 per cent. Daihatsu and 
Renault each claimed .6 per cent of 
the pew-car market. 


Farmers threaten 


milk shortage 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - Milk and dairy pro- 
ducts may be in short supply next 
week if fanners carry out their threat 
to disrupt the supply of milk' to 
dairies unless the Treasury increases 
their production quota. 

The fanners claim that the Treas- 
ury is deliberately keeping local milk 
production lower than the actual 
demand, making up the shortfall by 
allowing rhe import of cheaper pow- 
dered milk. 

The farmers say there is a yearly 
increase of about 2 per cent in milje 
consumption in Israel. This came to 
767 million litres last year. They are 
asking only a one per cent increase, 
of up to 775 million litres. 

Up to now the Treasury has 
agreed to a quota of 731 million litres 
per year.

MosheAvidor dies at 79 


Dr. Moshe Avidor. a former 
director-general of the Education 
Ministry, the Jewish Agency and the 
Israel Academy of Sciences, died at 
his home in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Avidor was born in Kiev in 1906. 
At the age of seven he came to this 
country with his parents, and studied 
at the Herzliya Gymnasium in Tel 
Aviv. During World War I, he took 
food at night to Jewish deserters 
from the Turkish Army, hiding in 
the Petah Tikva groves. 

From the gymnasium. Avidor 
went to the U.S., where he studied 
modern Jewish history, taking his 
BSc at New York University and an 
MA and PhD in history and political 
science at Columbia University in 
1933. He returned to teach history at 
the gymnasium. 

In 1942, Avidor accepted the post 
of inspector of education in the man- 
datory government. From 1948, he 
organized the newly-formed Minis- 


try of Education. While serving as- 
the ministry’s director-general, he 
drafted the Compulsory Education 
Law of 1949. 

From 1951. when Israel joined 
Unesco, Avidor was one of the 
members of the delegation to all 
their conferences. He served as 
chairman of the International Un- 
esco Committee in Israel from its 
inception and was twice elected to 
that organization’s executive board. 

In 1960. Avidor was appointed 
director-general .of the Israel 
Academy of Sciences. He was also a 
member of the Committee for 
Broadcasting, various educational 
and social councils and the author of 
books and articles on education and 
government. His major works were 
Self-Government of the Jews of 
Palestine and Education in Israel. He 
was also co-author of Am Yisrael be 
Artzo Uxanechar (The People of 
Israel in its Land and in the Di-

aspora). 

In 1971. Avidor was injured in a 
car accident which left him totally 
incapacitated. 

He leaves his wife. Ida, a former 
editorial secretary of The Jerusalem 
Post and three daughters. A.Z.

HU dedicates centre 
to study anti-Semitism

A research centre that is to study 
anti-Semitism's history and pinpoint 
where its future dangers lie was 
dedicated yesterday at the Hebrew 
University's Mount Scopus campus. 
The ceremony marked the opening 
of the university's 60th anniversary 
celebrations. 

The centre, to be headed by Prof. 
Yehuda Bauer, has been promised 
several million dollars from overseas 
contributors, led by hair stylist Vidal 
Sassoon. Sassoon and his wife were 
present at the dedication along with 
nearly 100 supporters from Amer- 
ica's West Coast. The ceremony was 
followed by a symposium featuring a 
film on anti-Semitism in the media 
and talks by professors. ■ 

Bauer, who heads the Holocaust 
studies section of the university's 
Institute of Contemporary Jewry, 
told The Jerusalem Post that only 
one other centre of this kind exists in 
the world, located at the Technolo- 
gical University in Berlin and 
headed by an American Jewish pro- 
fessor. 

The Vidal Sassoon Centre for the 
Study of Anti-Semitism is io conduct 
systematic, scientific research. 
“Even if there were no anti- 
Semitism today, the subject would 
still be worth studying from an 
academic viewpoint. But since it is a 
present-day problem as well, it de- 
serves academic treatment.” Bauer 
explained. 

The centre is to cooperate with 


various Jewish organizations like the 
World Zionist Organization and the 
Anti-Defamation League. 

The anniversary celebration is to 
reach its climax beginning this 
weekend as more than 800 people - 
members of the University's Board 
of Governors and Friends Associa- 
tions and distinguished guests from 
around the world - gather for a week 
of special events in Jerusalem. 

The celebration is to begin with a 
concert tomorrow night at the Uni- 
versity's Mount Scopus 
amphitheatre featuring the Jeru- 
salem Symphony Orchestra. The 
programme is to include the pre- 
miere performance of a special com- 
position hailing the university and a 
performance by the young Israeli 
violinist Gil Shaham. 

Monday evening. Prime Minister 
Peres is to address the opening ses- 
sion of the university's 47th Board of 
Governors meeting at the 
amphitheatre on the Givat Ram 
campus. 

The university convocation, in 
which doctorate and honorary 
doctorate degrees are to be 
awarded, is to be held Thursday 
afternoon at the amphitheatre on 
Mount Scopus. Honorary doctorates 
are to be awarded to Prime Minister 
Peres, ourgoing U.S. Ambassador to 
Israel Samuel ~Lewis. Hebrew Uni- 
versity Chancellor Avraham Har- 
man and veteran Israeli actress Han- 
na Marron. An honorary 1 doctorate 
will be awarded in absentia to Sovier 
refusenik Prof. Alexander Lerner.

Soviets may be flexible - 
but not on ‘Star Wars’ 


GENEVA (Reuter). - U S. and 
Soviet arms control negotiators 
yesterday began a second round of 
talks on nuclear arsenals and space 
weapons. 

Chief Soviet negotiator Viktor 
Karpov told reporters that Moscow 
was ready "to negotiate ways to 
prevent a nuclear war on earth and 
preventing it in space." He said 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko and U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz last January had 
set a common goal, which was “not 
to allow the arms race in space." 

Karpov was speaking before 
greeting the U.S. delegation, led by 
Max Kampelman. at the Soviet mis- 
sion. Both teams began the second 
round, expected to last about eight 
weeks, with a plenary session group- 
ing all the negotiators. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
on Wednesday offered deep cuts in 
nuclear missile arsenals in return for 
Washington scrapping its Strategic 
Defence Initiative (SDI). 

But he made clear that the propos- 
al depends on Washington abandon- 
ing plans for a space-based defence 
system, warning that a U.S. decision 
to go ahead with plans to develop its 


SDI, the anti-missile space umbrella 
popularly dubbed Star Wars, would 
jeopardize the Geneva talks 

He added that Moscow was pre- 
pared to “travel a long road" on the 
issue of medium-range European- 
based weapons. 

Gorbachev made the remarks dur- 
ing a four-hour meeting in Moscow 
on Wednesday with Italian Prime 
Minister Bettino Craxi, who told 
reporters after the meeting that a 
U.S. -Soviet accord on the European 
missiles could be reached faster than 
agreement on space arms or strategic 
missiles. 

He also said he cautioned Gor- 
bachev against allowing the Geneva 
talks to break down over inflexible 
positions and reassured him 
Washington was ready to negotiate 
on all three issues. 

In Paris, the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union held talks yesterday on 
Southern Africa. A U.S. embassy 
spokesman said assistant Secretary 
of State Chester Crocker discussed 
regional issues with Soviet Africa 
specialist Vladjllen Vasev, as part of 
a series of superpower meetings on 
world troubiespots. 


Confusion over final toll in Bangladesh 


DACCA (AP). - Thousands of the 
world's poorest peasants rebuilt 
dwellings yesterday on islands rav- 
aged by a storm that government and 
relief officials said swept uncounted 
thousands io their deaths in the sea. 

William Joslin. U.S. aid director 
in Dacca, said he was certain 
that at least 10.000 and as many as 
15,000 people died in Friday's storm, 
the nation's worst since independ- 
ence. 

However, a government spokes- 


man on Wednesday discounted iocal 
news repons which carried death toll 
estimates as high as 100.000. 

• "No more than 5.000 to 6.000 
perished -in this catastrophe.’' said 
Abu-Nayeero Amin Ahmed, top 
aide to martial law President Lt. 
Gen. Hossain Mohammad Ershad. 

The government said yesterday 
1.733 bodies had been recovered and 
buried, with 502 people known mis- 
sing. But both Bangladesh and U.S. 
officials agreed thousands probably 


were swept out to sea. 

“I’m very sure the estimate of 
10.000 dead is not too high." said 
Joslin. who travelled for 10 hours by 
helicopter around the area 350 
kilometres sourh of Dacca on 
Wednesday. 

Whole island populations were 
living on meagre relief goods. In the 
worst-hit . southern island of Urir 
Char, hundreds lined up for little 
more than a meagre meal, a piece of 
doth and a handfbl of vitamins. 



India seals off its border with Pakistan 


NEW DELHI (AP). - India has 
sealed its borders with Pakistan and 
clamped a curfew on the frontier to 
check infiltration by Sikh terrorists 
allegedly planning "genocide week" 
violence on tomorrow’s anniversary 
of the Golden Temple attack, news 
reports said yesterday. 

The border with Pakistan, already 
closed in Punjab, was sealed 
Wednesday in northernmost Kash- . 


mir and western Rajasthan states, 
according to the United News of 
India, quoting official sources. 

Extra paramilitary forces have 
been deployed along the entire west- 
ern frontier with" Pakistan with 
orders to stop infiltration, the news 
agency reported. At least seven ex- 
tra battalions, or 7.000 paramilitary 
troops, have been sent to Punjab, 
raising the number of police and 


paramilitary there to at least 61.000. 
according to UNI and the Punjab 
government. 

” The army, already deployed in 
Sikh-dominated Punjab, is on stand- 
by. deployed in sensitive areas and 
guarding key bridges and installa- 
tions. According "to the reports, 
security has been tightened across 
northern India at power plants, air- 
pons. terminals and other places. 


Von Weizsaecker booed 
at start of Dutch visit 


AMSTERDAM (AP). - West Ger- 
man President Richard ion Weiz- 
saecker arrived in the Netherlands 
yesterday on a goodwill visit which 
began with pomp and circumstance, 
as well as booing and scuffling. 

Demonstrators screamed “Nazi” 
and "fascist" at Weizsaecker ns he 
rode in a ceremonial coach from 
Amsterdam's central train station, 
where he arrived front West Ger- 
many and was greeted by Queen 
Beatrix and her husband. German- 
bom Prince Claus. 

At least 42 persons were arrested 
along the one kilometre-long route, 
some in possession of stones and 
containers of paint. They were 
charged with disturbing the peace. 

Hundreds of police and honour 
guard troops lined the route, and 


security men perched on rooftops 
overlooking the Dam Square, a ma- 
jor rallying point for rioters who 
plague this city during almost every 
public ceremonial occasion. 


As the procession of heads of state 
entered the square , booing could be 
heard, as well as calls of "fascist,” 
"Nazi,” and "go home.” The jeering 
turned into scuffling as von Weiz- 
saecker left the Dam Palace at the 
Square to lay a wreath on the Dutch 
war memorial, about 100 metres 
awav. 


It was the first visit of a West 
German head of state since 1969, 
and had been billed in advance by 
West German diplomats here as a 
goodwill visit designed to draw the 
two nations closer. 


Cholera suspected in Sudanese camps 


CAIRO (AP). - Nearly 350 cases of 
what may be cholera have been 
reported in the past two w eeks at two 
camps housing thousands of Ethio- 
pian refugees in eastern Sudan, 
western relief officials said yester- 
day. 

The officials, reached by tele- 
phone in the Sudanese capital Khar- 
toum. said 305 cases had been re- 
ported among the 26.000 refugees at 
Wad’Kowii. 100 kilometres south- 


east of Gedaref, and another 40 
cases at a smaller camp near the 
Ethiopian border. 

According to the officials, only 
nine of the victims have died from 
the disease, and Che number of new 
cases reported daily has been declin- 
ing. 

“It looks as if it is cholera.” said 
one official. “But it also seems that it 
has been properly controlled. We 
had enough warning." 


Taiwan military court 
upholds life sentence 

TAIPEL - A military court has 
upheld sentences’on three 
Taiwanese intelligence officers in 
connection with the murder of a 
Chinese-American dissident writer. 

A Defence Mirrstry statement 
said yesterday that the verdict was 
final. Senior military sources said it 
was also approved by President 
Chiang Ching-Kuo. 

Vice-Admiral Wang Hsi-Ling was 
sentenced to life imprisonment for 
plotting the murder of Henry Liu in 
California last October. His two de- 
puties were convicted as accessories. 


Chinese officials told: 
cut down on meetings 

PEKING ( Reuter). - China's Com- 
munist Party yesterday told officials 
they are holding too many meetings 
and called on them to cut down on 
conferences. 

The party’s newspaper, the Peo- 
ple's Doily, said in a front page 
commentary that officials should 
work more efficiently and consider if 
a meeting was really necessary. 

It quoted a Railway Ministry sur- 
vey as showing that of 11 niiflioii 
passengers interviewed, more than 
3.8 million were travelling to meet- 
ings.

Iran, Iraq hit 
Gulf oil targets 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Iran and 
Iraq yesterday reported hitting each 
other’s oil installations and Iraq said 
it raided more Iranian towns and. hit 
a “naval target” in the Gulf. 

Iraq said its planes hit Iran's main 
oil terminal at Kharg Island in the 
northern Gulf and a "very large 
naval target” - a term it often uses to 
refer to oil tankers - in another raid 
nearby. There was no independent 
confirmation of either attack. 

A military spokesman in Baghdad 
said Iraqi warplanes successfully 
penetrated Kharg ’s defences yester- 
day morning, and smoke and flames 
were billowing from the island after 
the raid. AU the planes returned 
safely to base, he added. 

Iraqi planes also struck the towns 
of Isfahan and Hamedan in raids up 
to 400 kilometres inside Iran, scoring 
"devastating” hits, a military 
spokesman said. 

Iran's national news agency Ima 
confirmed the attacks on the two 
towns, but said they caused no dam- 
age or casualties. It also said Iraqi 
planes tried to bomb Teheran again 
yesterday but were driven off by 
anti-aircraft fire. 

Ima also S3id Iranian artillery hit 
oil installations at the southern Iraqi 
port city of Basra on Wednesday, 
starting an intensive fire in storage 
facilities at the Rafidain oil company 
on the outskirts of the city. 


DEFECTION. - One of East Ger- 
many's leading orchestra conductors 
said yesterday be had decided not to 
return home and would stay in West 
Germany. Wulf-Dieter Hauschild. 
chief conductor of the Leipzig Radio 
Symphony Orchestra, said East Ger- 
many forced the decision on him by 
going back on an agreement to let 
him sign a pan-time contract with 
the Stuttgart Philharmonic.

KAMPALA (API. - Two men fired 
a pistol and lobbed a grenade in a 
crowded Uganda courtroom yester- 
day. critically wounding the chief 
magistrate and his clerk and tempor- 
arily freeing the defendant, witnes- 
ses said.

Soviet diplomat disappears in Athens 


ATHENS (AP). - A government 
spokesman yesterday confirmed 
Greek newspaper reports that a 
senior Soviet diplomat disappeared 
in Athens earlier this week, two days 
before he was due to fly to the Soviet 
Union with his wife and seven-year- 
old daughter. 

The spokesman said Sergei 
Bokhan. 50. a first secretary at the 
Soviet Embassy here, was last seen 


on Saturday. 

Police sources said Bokhan, who 
was posted to Athens in September 
19S2. was believed to have sought 
asylum with a Western embassy in- 
the Greek capital. They said he was 
reported missing by his wife on Mon- 
day. 

Bokhan's wife and daughter re- 
turned to the Soviet Union on 
Wednesday, the sources said. 


Australian milks the dole for $160,000 


SYDNEY ( Reuter). - A waiter used 
37 false names to obtain $160,000 in 
unemployment benefits in less than 
three years, police have told a Syd- 
ney court. 

The judge sentenced Manuel 
Blanco. 31. to seven years in jail on 
Wednesday for defrauding tbe Au- 
stralian government of 242.000 Au- 
stralian dollars ($160,000 U.S.) by 
using false names and addresses. 

Police said the fraud was unco- 
vered when two drug offenders were 
found .with 17 bank passbooks they 
had stolen from a letterbox where 
Blanco hid them. Bianco was traced 


after police staked out one of tbe 
banks. 


He had opened bank accounts in 
the different names in a number of 
Sydney suburbs and asked the Social 
Security Department to post dole 
cheque’s to them.

U.S. Navy officer ‘got $12,000 for spying’ 


NORFOLK, Virginia (AP). - A 
former navy officer with secret clear- 
ance admitted joining a spy ring that 
included his brother and nephew and 
confessed that he was paid $12,000 
for confidential information going to 
the Soviet Union, the FBI said. 

Arthur James Walker, 50. was 
arrested on espionage charges at his 
Virginia Beach home Wednesday 
night, the FBI said. 

He appeared yesterday before a 


magistrate, who delayed bis pre- 
liminary hearing until Monday and 
ordered him held without bond. 

John Anthony Walker Jr.. 47. a 
retired navy communications spe- 
cialist and Arthur Walker's brother, 
and John Walker’s son. Michael, a 
seaman aboard the carrier Nimitz. 
were formally indicted on espionage 
charges Tuesday by a federal grand 
jury in Baltimore. Michael was 
arrested in Israel last week while tbe 
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ship was docked in Haifa. 

Officials have called the case one 
of the most serious breaches of navy 
security in birtory. 

Arthur Walker admitted during 
questioning last Friday that "on a 
number of occasions, beginning in 
approximately September 1980,” he 
had turned over to his brother U.S. 
Navy defence plans for delivery to 
the Soviet Union, according to an 
FBI affidavit. 

Arthur Walker was paid 512,000 
for the materia] he provided, said the 
FBI affidavit, filed late Wednesday 
in U.S. District Court in Norfolk. 

. The retired navy lieutenant com- 
mander. whose expertise was in sub- 
marines and anti-submarine war- 
fare, carried a "top secret” security 
clearance while in the navy and still 
holds a "secret” clearance for his 
work with a defence contractor, the 
FBI said. 

The FBI said Arthur Walker 
worked as an engineer for the Che- 
sapeake branch of VSE Corp., a 
defence contractor that does busi- 
ness with the navy. His work at VSE 
involved “U.S. navy carrier and ship 
maintenance planning.” the FBI 
said.

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A special relationship 

Michael Eilan reviews the extraordinary links between U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis and Israel 


AFTER A PEACE TREATY with 
Egypt, .a war with Lebanon, and 
dramatic upheavals in the Israeli 
tody politic. U.S. Ambassador** 
Samuel Lewis is leaving after having 
jverseen the development of a dose 
alliance from what were friendly but 
xcasionally suspicious relations be* 
ween Israel and the U.S. 

Often referred to as the “high 
;ommissioner," during his eight 
»ears here as ambassador. Lewis 
.ranscended the usual modern di- 
plomatic role as a glorified messen- 
ger and bearer of good will. He 
jecamc what the Americans call a 
“player" - in fact, a key player - in 
events that had radical effects on 
ismel and the Middle East. 

During these eight years, Israel's 
always friendly but touchy rela- 
tionship with the U.S. developed 

- several new patterns, most remark- 
able of which was that Israelis gra- 
dually stopped suspecting every 
American move as a prelude to 
“pressure” of some kind. 

Not that the U.S.. often through 
Lewis, failed to apply pressure, 
sometimes heavy pressure during ya- 
. „ rious stages of the peace process with 

‘ Egypt, but many Israelis forget how 
much is written about “pressures" 
that never materialize. 

Lewis, of course, was constantly 
made aware of this Israeli fear. 
When asked during the course of a 
meeting last week with The Jeru- 
salem Post editorial staff, about 
emergency U.S. economic aid to 
Israel*, he" jocularly referred to the 
“old fear which is always quick to 
rise here that “We won't give you the 
aid unless you give up the West 
Bank.*" 

" IT IS, perhaps, remarkable that 
there was hardly any public express- 
ion of this "old fear" during the 
X'riod Israel was requesting the 
iddicional Sl.S billion in emergency 
_ ud. This new-found confidence, is 
not due only to Lewis, of course. It is 
ihe position of the administration he 
represents. 

But sometimes, to the chagrin of 
Israelis on the left, it was Lewis who 
J «as seen as creating a situation in 
which man v Israelis no longer expect 
—• ■ “pressure” in political affairs. 

Lewis himself remarked on these 

- changes a few weeks ago while trying 
to sum up his eight years of service in 
Israel. “I remember that in the early 
part of my tenure here there 
many occasions at the Untied 'Na- 
tions when we and our Israeli tfi- 

4 . pkmvatie colleagues were in sharp 
dispute about how to deal with an 
issue affecting the Middle East. For 
the last four years, I can't recall one 
such incident.” he told members of 
.‘he Tel Aviv Rotary Cub. 

In the military field, Lewis said 
. ..rhat “when an Israeli defence minis- 
ter goes to Washington, be doesn't 
’ tave with him a long Bst of issues on 
, Ahich he must try to persuade seep- 
^ ical American officials that the 
" value of Israeli cooperation in the 

nilirary field warrants more gener- 
ous treatment. That kind of visit was 
n the past. Instead, when Defence 
Minister Rabin was in Washington 
ecentlv. he could devote his con- 
rersations to discussions of global 
ssues." 

-AST WEEK, the ambassador was 
■.t the centre of a political con- 
roversy, possibly for the last lime 
hiring his tenure here, when he said 
>n Israel Television that Industry 
uid Trade Minister Ariel Sharon 
tad. as defence minister, told U.S. 
fecial envoy Philip Habib in De- 
:emher i*raf about his “hypothetic- 
■ il” strategy for an in-depth strike 
nto Lebanon. 

He did not intend, he later told 
The Post, that this confirmation of 
..Vreviously- published material 
•bouid be a “parting shot.” From 
January 1982, he said, “we were 
ncreasmgly convinced that this was 
i war waiting to happen." 

Without trying lo- impose on 
jM^eli sovereignty, "we .tried, on • 
^.^■Esated occasions, here and in 
a u>n , to caution and dissuade 
*•' jSSefi leaders about the dangers we 
jUk m launching any sort of retalia- 
pgy. action which would be wholly 
JSprDjxirtiGnate to the threat of 
.ffeel's security.” 

'These efforts were, unsuccessful. . 
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At his Post meeting, Lewis would 
not answer any questions about 
Sharon. Nor would he comment on 
the minister's personal attack on 
him. The most he would allow was 
that Sharon’s reaction to his state- 
ment seemed “consistent” with pre- 
vious statements, particularly in De- 
cember 1983. when Sharon called on 
the government to declare him per- 
sona non grata for what be claimed 
was interference in internal Israeli 
affairs (Sharon claimed that Lewis 
had tried to persuade the late deputy 
premier, Siraha Ehrlich, to help re- 
move Sharon from the Defence 
Ministry). 

Asked about parallels between 
Lebanon and Vietnam. Lewis said 
that besides the difference in physic- 
al proximity - which means that 
Israel “cannot ignore” Lebanon in 
the way that the U.S. can ignore

Vietnam - there are parallels in 
domestic fields, such as the “deep 
divisions in the country [the U.S.] 
which have some echoes here.” 

IT IS CLEAR that the Lebanon war 
changed the nature of Lewis' job. 
From being an intermediary in the 
peace process between Israel 
and Egypt he became a fireman 
trying to put out a war; and after it 
broke out. {tying to protect U.S. 
interests by limiting the damage it 
caused to the American credibility in 
the world. 

ProfessIonaUy^careful about what 
be can say about his host country 
even at the end of his tenure, Lewis 
reportedly called the Lebanon war a 
“tragedy” for having bogged down 
all progress on peace for four years. 

“Now, as I look back at the past 
six-and-a-half years, I am saddened 
that I cannot point to a second and 
third peace,” he said at the Rotary 
Club meeting. “Frankly, one major 
reason that I have remained in Israel 
so long, far beyond the normal te- 
nure of an ambassador, was my hope 
of participating in the achievement 
of that second or third peace treaty.” 

Yet during the years since the war 
broke out. Lewis continued to work 
at an unabated pace. Before the wax, 
he refused at least two offers of very 
senior positions - one, reportedly, 
was as undersecretary of state for 
Near Eastern affairs - and asked 
instead that his unusually long post- 
ing in Israel be extended. 

Finally , he derided to resign from 
U.S. government service and take 
up an academic position at Johns 
Hopkins University (with a fel- 
lowship at the Tel Aviv University 
Dayan Centre that will enable the 
Lewis's to spend time in Israel each 
year). 

HIS LONG TENURE in Israel and 
bis expertise in Middle East affairs 
also seemed to strengthen his voice 
in Washington. And when Ronald 
Reagan replaced Jimmy Carter in 
the White House, the new adminis- 
tration chose not to replace their 
man in Tel Aviv. 

He was particularly critical of the 
Reagan peace initiative of 1982, but 
remained publicly silent until late 
last year. 

“The timing, in my opinion, was 
abysmal, the tactics of presentation 
worse, andthe outcome, so far, nil,” 
he told a Tel Aviv University sympo- 
sium when he eventually broke his 
silence. Alhough be did not criticise 
the essence of the Reagan plan, his 


public remarks on the eve of the 
presidential electins caused some 
ripples in Washington. 

One reason for Lewis's extraor- 
dinary ability to keep in touch with 
Israeli affairs stems from his genuine 
affinity with, and affection for. 
Israelis. 

He and his wife, Sallie. put 
together a list of characteristics 
which they perceive as making up 
the Israeli personality: “fascinating, 
contradictory, sometimes difficult, 
provocative, stubborn, tough, sen- 
timental, weighed down by too much 
sense of history...” 

Sallie Lewis interjects to say: "We 
forgot one thing - fen. They are fun. 
too, and very highly motivated and 
certainly very critical of one another. 
You have a hard time admitting that 
someone did something good. 
You’re a hyper-critical society." 

SALLIE AND SAM LEWIS are in a 
gpod position to know. They were 
incredibly well plugged in to the 
Israeli political scene, and at certain 
times aspiriDg politicians and public 
figures could not say they had made 
it until they had received an invita- 
tion to the Lewis residence in Herz- 
liya. 

But unlike many other diplomats, 
the Lewis's kept in touch with a 
broad range of Israelis, meeting 
artists, musicians, writers and peo- 
ple involved in many voluntary wel- 
fare projects. This gave them a feel 
for the country which, in turn, must 
have been extremely helpful in 
understanding and explaining the 
country's often-confusing political 
twists. 

But besides the prestige that any 
American ambassador to Israel 
would certainly have, Lewis had 
another asset - former prime minis- 
ter Menachem Begin. 

The ambassador arrived in Israel 
just one day after Begin won the 
elections on May 17, 1977, and the 
two met for the first time over lunch 
two days later. 

The new ambassador and the new 
prime minister developed an un- 
usually dose personal relationship 
which’opened doors for the Lewis's 
in a way that would otherwise have 
been much more difficult. Indeed, 
the ambassador was often better 
informed about the premier's 
thoughts than senior members of his 
own party. 

It was at the very beginning of his 
service that Lewis acquired the nick- 
' name “High Commissioner." and 
Israeli diplomats ruefully admitted 
that the Israeli embassy in Washing- 
ton was effectively bypassed since 
Lewis became the main channel of 
communication between Washing- 
ton and Jerusalem. 

THIS RELATIONSHIP continued 
throughout the prolonged and often 
nerve-wracking negotiations that led 
to the peace treaty with Egypt. It 
even survived the incident when Be- 
gin forced Lewis to accept a message 
in the form of a humiliating diatribe 
in which the former premier said the 
U.S. was treating Israel like a bana- 
na republic. 

Lewis is planning to visit Begin to 
say goodbye before he leaves. 

Tlie close relationship, however, 
did not stop Lewis from extensively 
cultivating members of the then 
opposition Labour Party or other 
politicians. It was often said that the 
only way to get sworn political foes 
to meet was at the Lewis dining 
table. 

All of this has given the U.S. 
ambassador a unique perspective of 
the Israeli political scene and socie- 
ty. 

In his meeting with The Post he 
was diplomatically reticent on sever- 
al subjects. But it appears that he 
looks forward to his new academic 
role which will enable him to speak 
his mind with far greater freedom. 

At The Post , Lewis was asked 
about the American view of the 
prisoner exchange. Lewis said it was 
hard to comment on such an “excru- 
ciating” decision. But this decision, 
he says, has “worrisome implica- 
tions... We Have some parallel prob- 
lems.” But the U.S. he said, has a 
policy of never releasing terrorist 
prisoners in exchange for hostages. 
He did not want to elaborate be- 
cause the decision was so “agoniz- 
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in®” for Israel. 

This degree of circumspection is 
yet another indicator of the close- 
ness that has developed between 
Washington and Jerusalem during 
Lewis's tenure. 

These close relations have con- 
tinued with Labour leaders and the 
national unity government to the 
extent that most Israeli economists 
were convinced - long before the 
American administration (but not 
Congress) appeared to be sure - that 
the desperately needed emergency- 
aid would be forthcoming.

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
managed to fend off die all-out 
attack of Vice Premier Yitzhak Sha- 
mir and his Likud cohorts plus 
Tehiya and Kach reinforcements by 
chucking the issue like a hot potato 
into the lap of Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir. Herzog may soon be 
forced into the position of having the 
last word on “setting free our errant 
Lad repentant heroes.” in the words 
of Morasha Minister without Port- 
folio Yosef Shapira or being "the last 
bulwark in defending the rule of law 
in Israel," as Citizens Rights Move- 
ment chairman, MK Shulamit Alo- 
ni, sees the situation. 

Apparently Shapira is angry with 
Shamir and his Herut rival. Industry 
and Trade Minister Arid Sharon for 
haring taken over the bandwagon he 
and the Gush Emunim lobby began 
working on some months back. 
While MKs Haim Druckman and 
Avraham Verdiger canvassed sup- 
port in the Knesset, with the active 
aid of Judea and Samaria settle- 
ments Council chairman Israel 
Hard, Shapira went to work on 
fellow ministers. 

His first success was Minister with- 
out Porfolio Yigael Huryttz, the first 
indeed to link the prisoner exchange 
with the release of the arraigned 
settlers. Shapira first made sure he 
had the Likud and Shas ministers 
with him and then reportedly told 
aides that he found several Labour 
ministers sympathetic, above all 
Arye Nehamkin (Agriculture) but 
was not turned away by Mordechai 
Gur (Health), Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin or by Peres himself. 

When the issue came up among 
Sareinu, the Labour cabinet caucus, 
the only voices dearly condeming 
the idea as anti-democratic were 


those of Haim Bar-Lev (Police), 
Ya'acov Tsur (Absorption) and Gad 
Ya’acobi (Economic Planning). 

Moshe S hahal may have been in- 
fluenced by a memo reportedly sent 
to him by his long-time law partner, 
Naftafi Upshift, said to contain legal 
escape dauses for releasing the Jew- 
ish terror defendants. 


WHILE RABIN has gone ahead

ON TUESDAY night, Second Look 
achieved a sensational television 
coup: It managed to conduct the 
Lebanon War probe that the Likud 
are moving heaven and earth to 
prevent. Ostensibly the programme 
was planned to mark the third 
anniversary of the ill-fated adven- 
ture into imperialism, but the timing 
- coming immediately after the re- 
velations by U.S. Ambassador Sam 
Lewis and just before the Knesset 
debate - gave it extraordinary sig- 
nificance. 

Of course, the television team’s 
investigation was not as comprehen- 
sive. thorough or fair as one con- 
ducted by a judicial commission 
would be: of necessity, the use of a 
medium like TV involves a selection 
of material and witnesses, editing, 
compression, and journalists* ques- 
tions instead of legal cross- 
examination. The programmers 
must keep their eyes constantly on 
the clock. Judges work under quite 
different conditions and have very 
different powers and aims in their 
search for the truth. 

Despite these reservations - 
perhaps because of them - Second 
Look presented a rounded picture of 
the Lebanon folly as being the result 
of a conspiracy hatched up by the 
then defence minister, Ariel Sharon 
and the then chief of general staff, 
Rafael Eitan, with the possible con- 
nivance, partial or total, of the then 
prime minister, Menachem Begin. 
The plot was conceived months m 
advance, without the knowledge of 
the government. 

Second Look produced a scoop to 
substantiate this view of what hap- 
pened. Arye Naor, at the time 
secretary to the cabinet, reported, 
on the basis of his current research, 
that the IDF conducted war games, 
months in advance, which demons- 
trated with considerable accuracy 
what would happen if we invaded 
Lebanon, and how many casualties 


our troops would incur. The results 
of these war games were withheld 
from the government when it had to 
decide whether or not to go to war. 

Naor’s revelations give consider- 
able credibility to Ambassador Lew- 
is's assertion that Sharon was plan- 
ning his war seven months before it 
was approved by the cabinet. 

The programme produced evi- 
dence that foe government was con- 
sistently and deliberately misled ab- 
out what was happening in the field, 
where the troops were going, and the 
objectives of the advance beyond - 
the 40 km. limit. 

This is veiy reminiscent of what 
happened to the U.S. Senate and 
legislature during the Vietnam War. 
The temptation to draw parallels 
between the two acts of martial mad- 
ness was therefore very great. It was 
accentuated by film of Israeli sol- 
diers' -creeping cautiously through 
Lebanese orange groves, looking ex- 
actly like GIs going through Viet- 
namese jungles in innumerable films 
we have seen.

IF THE Lebanon War had been the 
resul t of a plot worked out months in 
advance, the least one would have 
expected was that it would be very 
efficiently prepared. Instead, it was 
an appalling mess, according to 
three highly respected reserve 
generals, Mordechai Gur, Moshe 
Peled and Avraham Rotem. Gur is 
now a politician, and so may be 
suspected of having an axe to grind, 
-but the other two are above this 
criticism. 

They all spoke at length, in the 
most scathing terms, of a war in 
which neither officers nor men knew 
the objectives, either strategic or 
tactical. According to them, the 
general staff did not function proper- 
ly, because its members were never 
invited to express their opinions. 

Peled ridiculed the order given to 
“charge carefully” as being a contra- 


is thar the plotters must keep their 
cards dose to their chests. Unfortu- 
nately, the cards Sharon and Eitan 
thought to be a royal flush turned out 
to be a busted flush, with the ace of 
spades signifying death for Israelis. 

Peled said that the people running 
the war, faced with situations they 
could not cope with, relied on mas- 
sive bombing by planes and shelling 
by tanks and artillery. But 
tremendous firepower, he claimed, 
is no substitute for knowing what 
you're doing. 

It was a devastating indictment. 
The only replies to it were proffered 
by Eitan and Sharon themselves; we 
did not hear- from any presumably 
impartial military experts in their 
defence. I do. not know whether 
Second Look searched for such wit- 
nesses. If they did and could get 
nobody, we should have been told; if 
they didn’t, they were guilty of a 
lapse of judgment. 

Eitan was very muted. He made 
no effort to deal in detail with the 
criticisms of Peled, Rotem and Gur. 
He merely asserted that everybody 
knew the a ims of the war, and that 
this war was no different from any 
other war. 


SHARON, on the other hand, was 
in fantastic form, both physical and 


oracular. He has a marvellous 
method of dealing with interviewers: 
he simply rolls over them like a tank 
entering a Beirut slum, and goes on 
his way regardless of their questions. 

His interlocutors, Israel Segal and 
Yoram Ronnen. had obviously got 
together in advance and had come 
up with what they thought was a 
superlative question: three years af- 
ter the Lebanon War was launched, 
what was the result of Sharon's per- 
sonal heshbon nefesh, the soul- 
search one carries out on Yora Kip- 
pur? 

Now. Sharon has been richly en- 
dowed by nature with many ample 
attributes, but it is by no means clear . 
that there is a soul somewhere inside 
that avoirdupois. 

Be that as it may, he brushed aside 
the attempt to examine his self- 
lacerations, if any exist, with con- 
summate and contemptuous ease. 
He overwhelmed Segal and Ronnen 
with a torrent of words, in which he 
became the accuser, they the defen- 
dants. 

The media were to blame, the 
demonstrators were to blame. Haim 
Bar-Lev was to -blame tor bombing 
Egptian towns and villages in the 
War of Attrition. The -government 
was given written chapter and verse 
every step of the way into Lebanon. 
If we had counted the casualties day 
by day in the Yom Kippur War as we 
did in Lebanon the results would 
have been catastrophic. 

It was a wonderful performance, 
in which I detected not the faintest 
smidgin of a heshbon nefesh . Most of 
what he said seemed to me to be a 
mixture of bald assertions and' even 
lies. Thus. Bar-Lev denied on the 
Late News that he ever bombed anv 


Egyptian towns and villages in. the 
case. Nasser had removed the' 
populations. Between his version of 
events and Sharon's, 1 tend to accept - 
Bar-Lev’s. 


the trap, and . retaliated by shelling 
the northern settlements. Operation 
Peace for Galilee was launched, ' 

■ Unfortunately,' there is one great 
difference between Vietnam and 
■ Lebanon. The Americans had- the 
wit to get rid . of those who misled, 
them, while two of the architects of 
Israelis disasters are still around, as 
.large as even 
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FT SEEMED to me that Sharon 
made one valid point when he refer- 
red to the Sinai Campaign as a 
precedent for not telling the govern- ‘ 
ment everything. It is certainly cor- 
rect that Ben-Gurion -guarded the 
secret of his collusion with France 
and England from everyone he 
thought did not need to know. But 
bis conduct was very questionable, 
to put it mildly. At least bis war was 
successful, which was more than can 
be said of Sharon’s. 

Second Look did not deal at all 
with the deceit practised by Begin 
and Sbaron on the public. Israelis 
bad no idea that a war of aggression 
against Lebanon bad been planned, 
and that our leaders were waiting for 
an excuse - any kind of excuse - to 
set the planes flying, tite tanks roll- 
ing, and the men dying. Unfortu- 
nately for their designs, the PLO in 
Lebanon, emulating Aesop's Iamb 
faced by the hungry wolf adhered 
scrupulously to the non-aggression 
pact under which they bad under- 
taken not to attack the northern 
frontier towns and settlements. 

The plotters were as frustrated as 
Aesop's wolf, until they had a stroke, 
of luck. A small terrorist group tried 
to assassinate poor Shlomo Argov in 
London. This gave Begin an excuse' 
to enunciate a new principle: the 
non-_aggression pact applied, not 
only to the northern frontier, but to 
Israelis everywhere in the world. 
Israel renounced the pact and 
bombed Beirut. The PLO fell into T 


THE CAMPAIGN to. beg the pat-' 
' don of the heroic Jewish- resistance. 
fighters for inconveniencing them 
continues to dominate Mahal and 
' allied programmes. I am at last be- 
ginning to understand the reasoning 
behind the campaign, and what the 
phrase "taking the law into their own 
hands” means in this context. Nor- 
mally ir is applied to somebody who 
engages in a private feud against a 
person who has harmed him, but is 
somehow immune to the law. 

Israel’s freedom fighters did not 
attempt to kill Arab terrorists who 
had killed their friends. Instead, 
they engaged in terror against terror, 
in which they killed innocent Arab, 
men. women and children, in ho way 
proven to be connected with any 
terrorists. Ah, but thejmen might 
have become terrorists, the women 
might have fathered terrorists, the 
children might have grown up to 
become terrorists. R was better not 
to take any risks. Besides, why make 
such a fuss, they were only Arabs? 

We already have one law for the 
Jews and another for the Arabs on 
ihe.West Bank, but I think that the 
time has come to copy the animals.of 
Orwell’s Animal Farm , and revise 
the Ten Commandments to suit the 
needs of modern Israel.

the option. He should explain what 
the rule of law' means, and what 
democracy is all about." 

But the prime minister, she says, 
has become more interested in being 
popular than in showing leadership.

Returning to Gush Emunim. she 
argues that the movement first got its 
way through an illegal foothold at 
Beir Hadassah in Hebron, forcing 


the authorities to yield. Out of that 
move they have developed an entire 
ideology of settling in the heart of 
Hebron. "Now we see how Gush 
Emunim has succeeded in turning 
the law on its head in the rest of the 
country. Peres could have mounted 
a counter-offensive, but he*s only 
interested in keeping the lid on, and 
has let the National Religious Party 
and Yitzhak Shamir wage their cam- 
paign against the rule of law." 


Her commentary on the situation 
is that the Likud wants to stay in 
power, and Yitzhak Rabin doesn't 
want the Likud to go. "Shimon 
Peres, for his part, wants his party to 
rely on him. Well. I say. with all due 
respect, that s not enough." 

ALONI MAINTAINS that the real 
debate today is not between Labour 
and the Likud. "All they're fighting 
about is a bigger chunk of the rake." 


The real ideological debate, says the 
fiery MK. is between the CRM and 
Tehiya. 

The Labour Alignment justified 
sitting together with Yitzhak Shamir 
and Ariel Sharon at the cabinet table 
in order to extricate Israel from the 
morass of Lebanon and the country's 
economic crisis.

U.S. officials said, are significant 
and can have an important psycholo- 
gical impact in advancing the pre- 
liminaries in the peace process. 

Hussein arrived in Washington 
with what he felt was very good 
news. He was authorized by Yasser 
Arafat arid his' wing of the PLO to 
express a fresh readiness for peace 
talks with Israel - provided that 
there was some sort of international 
conference "cover.*’ The actual 
negotiations need not take place at 
such a conference, where Israel, the 
Arabs and the five permament mem- 
bers of the Security Council might 
assemble. Hussein cited the brief 
December 1973 Geneva Conference 
as an example of what he had in 
mind. Agreements could be negoti- 
ated in other forums, but they would 
be ratified at such an international 
gathering. 

The Reagan Administration, 
while not very excited about the 
prospects of bringing the Soviet Un- 
ion into the peace process, is pre- 
pared to give Hussein's concept 
some fresh consideration.* An im- 
provement in Soviet relations with 
Israel, such as a resumption of di- 
plomatic ties, would go a long way 

strumentarium worthy of a folklore 
museum and a stage was impressive- 
ly crowded with everything but the 
kitchen sink.

He felt, according to U.S. offi- 
cials, that this statement on his pan 
alone was enough to open the door 
to a U.S. dialogue with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 
But the Reagan Administration, 
while acknowledging hefty progress, 
was not yet ready to bite. 

INSTEAD, Reagan, for the first 
time, spoke of the need to see direct 
Arab-Israeli peace negotiations get 
off the ground before the end of this 
year. He repeated long-standing 
U.S. policy by affirming the "legiti- 
mate rights” of the Palestinians. He 
coupled that by speaking of the need 
for all countries to live in peace in the 
region, including Israel. 

U.S. officials, it must be said, are 
becoming increasingly optimistic 
that a real breakthrough is in sight. 
The change has not been so much in 
Israel, Jordan or Egypt, they said. 
Those countries have been prepared 
to deal for some time now. The real 
change, they explained, has 
apparently occurred within Arafat's 
PLO. 


That organization, badly bartered 
by Israel in Lebanon, scattered 
around the Arab world, brutalized 
by Syria and now tormented by 
Lebanese Shi ites, is finally said to 
be on the verge of coming to terms 
with the reality of Israel's existence. 

The PLO’s Febuary II joint dec- 
laration with Hussein was an impor- 
tant milestone, according to U.S. 
offiriaJs. Yes. they acknowledged. 
there was some crafty ambiguity in 
that statement on key issues ."includ- 
ing the centrality of Resolution 242 
and the matter "of Israel’s right to 
exist. 

But it has since been reaffirmed 
by the leadership of Arafat's Fatah 
and the PLO’s Central Committee. 
Perhaps, an American governmen- 
tal specialist on the Middle East said 
this past week, the PLO is finally 
“coming to its senses. *’ For many 
U.S. officials, this is no pipe dream. 
David Ignatius, the respected di- 
plomatic correspondent of The Wall 
Street Journal, reported on Tuesday 
that "a number of U.S. officials, in 
what might be described as a 
triumph of hope over experience, 
remain strangely optimistic about 
what might happen" in the after- 
math of Hussein's visit to Washing- 
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tained sounds and plenty of percus- 
sions banging all over the place, 
drowning everything else in the pro- 
cess. 

Painstaking preparation and the 
obvious devotion of the participants 
demand respect and perhaps even 
something akin to admiration, had 
the final result not been so meagre.

A senior Reagan Administration 
official who briefed reporters at the 
White House following the Reagan- 
Hussein meeting on Wednesday 
agreed that time was certainly run- 
ning out - but he insisted that there 
was still enough time for a deal based 
on Resolution 242. The question, 
however, is how much time. 

THE MOST recent fighting in the 
Palestinian refugee camps of Leba- 
non. he added, should serve to spur 
the PLO leadership into recognizing 
the futility of continuing its "armed 
straggle” against Israel. That path 
has brought only misery, death and 
destruction to the Palestinians for 
years.

ripants from 26 democratic nations 
convened u month ago at the Wing- 
spread Conference Centre in 
Racine. Wisconsin and resolved to 
lav ihe foundations for a conference 
of the 3b democratic nations during 
1986. Aloni. who was the Israeli 
representative, reports that the 
meeting resolved to set in morion 
efforts to form groups of democra- 
cies in the UN and other internation- 
al agencies, which could work to 
enhance the influence of the demo- 
cracies on these world bodies. 

One concrete outcome was to 
press for greater cooperation among 
democratic nations against terror- 
ism. The meeting received en- 
couraging messagesfrom U.S. Presi- 
dent RonpJd Reagan and Portugal’s 
Social Democratic Premier Mario 
Soares. The participants spent five 
days debating the definition of 
democracy, agreeing upon terms of 
freedom of speech. "expression, the 
press and assembly as well as politic- 
al pluralism. The convenor of the 
new body is former Atlantic Council 
President James R. Huntley. Its 
chairman is another American, ex- 
ambassador Samuel De Palma: its 
vice-chairmen hail from nine coun- 
tries. including West German Bun- 
destag (SPD) Deputy Peter Corter- 
ier. Fiji MP James Ah Koy. Austra- 
lian MP James Carlton. Jamaica 
Senator Dorothy Lighthouse. 
Japanese diplomat Akiro Naka and 
Mrs. Aloni for Israel. 

She relates that the association's 
financing came from a range of pri- 
vate foundations (Huntley was 
formerly with the Ford Foundation ). 
Nothing came from the U.S. Go\- 
emment or any of its agencies. "The 
participants were most insistent on 
rhat." she reports, adding humor- 
ously: "If it took five years to pre- 
pare the initial meeting, you can rest 
assured there's no official American 
involvement in the Association.” 

view within the State Department. 
"The key is for Mr. Arafat to bite the 
bullet: to admit that his previous 
strategy - mixing peace feelers and 
guerrilla attacks, maintaining a PLO 
consensus by trying to please all 
factions - has been a disastrous fai- 
lure. The PLO chairman has brought 
misery and rain wherever he has 
tried to operate, in Amman, in 
Beirut, in northern Lebanon, as well 
as to his Israeli victims. It's time for 
him to admit that he has failed and 
either embrace a new strategy of 
negotiation or get out of the way." 

U.S. officials clearly believe that 
there has been a positive change in 
Arafat. And that, they said, is critic- 
al right now. 

All of which, they said, points to 
some significant opportunities in the 
comrngVeeks and months. Reagan 
andliis senior foreign policy advisers 
have made dear their readiness to 
work hard in getting negotiations off 
the ground. The U.S.. they prom- 
ised Hussein, will not be aloof. But 
there is still a considerable way to go 
before that promise of negotiations 
is actually realized.

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NOW THAT ISRAEL is complet- 
ing its withdrawal from Lebanon on 
the third anniversary of the war. this 
may be the right time to try to sum 
up the lessons of the most problema- 
tic war the country has ever engaged 
in. 

Some of the more immediate poli- 
tical lessons are obvious enough: 
Menachem Begin's resignation from 
the premiership and his present self- 
imposed isolation are an eloquent 
personal testimony to the tragedy of 
his failure of leadership. 

On the other hand, the fact that 
the PLO appears now - for the first 
time - to be moving, albeit at a 
glacial pace, in the direction of a 
negotiated solution is undoubtedly a 
consequence of the destruction of its 
state-within-a-state in Southern 
Lebanon. 

That the war was actually initiated 
in order to crush the PLO and the 
Palestinians as 3 political force and 
not to make them more amenable to 
negotiations is one of its ironies. 
Cause and effect in the affairs of men 
rarely function according to their 
express wishes. 

But the more profound lessons of 
Lebanon lie elsewhere, in the tricky 
and treacherous sphere where milit-

ary strategy and ethical values meet; 
they relate to the basic questions of 
war and peace in a democratic socie- 
ty, to the ability of a democracy to 
wage war - and to the limits of this 
ability. 

THE FIRST issue is the question of 
the use of force in settling interna- 
tional disputes. All of Israel's pre- 
1977, Labour-led governments were 
far from being anything like commit- 
ted pacifists, but their basic doctrine 
was that Israel should resort to the 
use of its formidable military 
machine only in a case of ein breira - 
□o choice. In other words, going to 
war was strictly a last resort. 

The nerve-racking, three-week 
period prior to the 1967 Six Day 
War. during which Israel tried, 
albeit unsuccessfully, to grasp at ev- 
ery straw so as to avoid a military 
confrontation, attests to this reluct- 
ance to use force unless it was consi- 
dered absolutely necessary.

Campaign in 1956 was really abso- 
lutely necessary in this sense - but it 
was certainly perceived as such by 
both the people and the government 
of Israel. 

The Lebanon war - the first war 
fought under a Likud govemment - 
was fundamentally different. It was 
hailed by the then prime minister. 
Menachem Begin, in a speech at the 
National Defence College at the 
height of the war, as a "war of 
choice" ( milhemetyesh breira). 

In this speech, which perhaps 
more than any other public utter- 
ance expresses’Begin’s basic political 
philosophy, such a war becomes the 
epitome of independence and 
sovereignty: you don’t wait until the 
enemy imposes a “no choice" war on 


you; you initiate a war yourself, thus 
becoming the master of events. 

OBVIOUSLY, such a view of war is 
neither new nor original. Machiavel- 
Ii. Clausewitz and Bismarck made 
good theoretical and practical use of 
it. 

The lesson of Lebanon, however, 
is that a democratic country - and a 
society as sensitive to the value of 
human life as Israel - can wage a 
successful war only if most people 
believe it is absolutely necessary. 

In such a case . a democratic nation 
can delve deeply into its human and 
moral resources and emerge with the . 
inner strength required to make the 
effort a nation’s finest hour in terms 
of solidarity and the willingness to 
sacrifice: witness Britain under 
Churchill in 1940 and Israel in its 


1943. 1967 and 1973 wars. 

If. on the other hand, there is 
widespread doubt about the necessi- 
ty - and hence ultimate justification 
- of the war. an inner malaise may 
set in. hampering the conduct of the 
war. creating arf internal split and a 
crisis of confidence and hindering 
the political leadership from pur- 
suing its aims. 

Under such conditions, powerful 
leaders, unable to carry the nation 
along with them, become political 
failures: witness Lyndon Johnson in 
the Vietnam war and Begin in the 
Lebanon War. 

No more wars of choice. That is 
the first clear message of the Leba- 
non War. No one can guarantee that 
Israel will not have to resort to war at 
some time in the future: but the 
lesson of Lebanon suggests that fu- 
ture governments, regardless of 
their composition, will not again go 
to war before all other options 
appear to have been exhausted. 


THE SECOND lesson of Lebanon is 
a corollary of the first.. . 

In a democratic society, the gov-, 
emment has the right to go to war - 
just as it has the right to initiate any 
other policy — if it controls a par- 
liamentary majority. It does not 
need unanimity. 

But Lebanon has shown that what 
may be fconstitutionally sufficient is 
not necessarily pofitically sufficient. 

A eoverameot entering a war 
without a broad national consensus 
will find itself facing gnawing inter- 
nal problems, and may not be able to 
pursue the war as planned because of 
this. 

The weakness of the U.S. in Viet- 
nam. and its ultimate failure, was a 
resulr of such a lack of consensus on 
the necessity and justification of the 
war. The success of British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher in the 
Falklands War had much to do with 
the broad national consensus at 
home that this was a justified war. 

It is precisely because war de- 
mands the ultimate sacrifice from 
the citizen and is a constant memento 
mori that a democratic society has 
problems pursuing its aims in a situa- 
tion where a sizeable portion of the 
population is unconvinced about the 


justification and desirability of the. 
conflict. 

THESE ARE COMPLEX. _ and 
somewhat paradoxical, conclusions. 
It has been said that in this age of 
instant and vivid television repor- 
tage, democratic societies have 
problems in wa’gingwar^. 

This is too simplistic: ft would be 
truer to say that democratic sodcties 
have difficulties in waging wars 
which are not universally perceived 
as justified. TV coverage only 
heightens this consciousness. 

History can be called the teaching 
of philosophy by example. The costs 
of Lebanon have been heavy, and 
ma y yet not be fully paid. 

But let us hope that the broader 
implications wil] be learned: no wan 
of choice; no wars devoid of a broad 
national consensus. 

These are serious constraints oh 
the freedom of action of democratic 
governments; they are also reasons 
why democracy and the search for 
peace are intrinsically intertwined.-

EVERY DAY brings fresh evidence 
of the slide into anarchy that now 
encompasses almost every sector of 
government and society: The 
cabinet avoids taking tough deci- 
sions m any area of its activities; the 
executive branch neither executes 
nor administers; the legislature - 
when it bothers to show up for work 

- cannot or will not pass laws, and 
the judicial system is being systema- 
tically undermined. 

The people as a whole are daily 
taught to treat all of these essential 
institutions of the state with derision 
and contempt. 

Even in those areas where it has 
long been customary to find the 
system in a state of disrepair - such 
as taxation, or simple law and order 

- the pace of decline has accelerated 
dramatically. 

More shocking by far is the assault 
on the residual sections of the 
national consensus which have 
hitherto escaped the general malaise 

- the role of the courts, and the

relative value of an individual life in 
the context of the general welfare. 
Most terrifying of all, though, is the 
spectre of a collapse on ail fronts 
simultaneously. 

THE BLOWS have rained down 
ceaselessly for two weeks. The His- 
tadrut elections earlier this month 
were a non-event, but they neverthe- 
less underline the gap between rhe- 
toric and reality in everything to do 
with basic bread-and-butter issues, 
such as jobs and pay - a gap fully 
appreciated by Histadrut members 
who continue to bear the brunt of the 
decrees which pass for policy under 
the guise of national unity and salva- 
tion. 

The Histadrut elections were 
swiftly followed by the State Comp- 
troller's report. And anyone who 
read the litany of woe contained in 
that befty tome - even the most 
hardened cynic - must have been 
sickened. Most sickening of all, 
though, was that after its ritual air- 
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ing. the report was consigned, along 
with its 34 forbears, to gather dust on 
some inconspicuous shelf. 

Then came the shock of the April 
price index, which some thought 
might have had the effect of dispell- 
ing the government's delusion that 
its gradualist approach to the econo- 
mic crisis was the only way to solve 
it. 

For four days after the announce- 
ment of the index, the rumour mills 
worked overtime, churning out 
plans, scenarios and possibilities. 
For 15 hours the government sat and 
deliberated. The net result: more of 
the same. 

BUT EVEN BEFORE the renewed 
economic tinkerings could make 
their impact, the prisoner exchange 
swept ail before it. Here were so 
many intertwined issues that a full 


week went by and still they were not 
properly digested. 

It was both the suddenness and the 
sheer scale of that disaster that was 
shocking. It was also the issue itself. 
Nothing was sacred anymore. 

Thus" the renewed controversy 
over Ariel Sharon's war plans for 
Lebanon, the continuing agony over 
Ata. Taba. the Amal. Sabra and 
Shatilla - all these never progressed 
beyond the general background be- 
cause thev were, ultimately, re-runs 
of old chestnuts. 

But when all - or at least all but 
one - of the minis ters voted in favour 
of surrender to Ahmed Jibril: and 
the prime minister and the defence 
minister (who were responsible for

generals defended this decision, 
there was an almost perceptible 
crack in public confidence. And not 
just in material issues like the eco- 
nomy. but also in the brutal struggle 
for survival against terrorism. - 
There was a time not so long ago 
when a decision like the prisoner 
exchange would have been accepted 
by many people simply on the basis 
of the general credibility of the gov- 
ernment and its particular credibility 
in miiitaiy matters. 

But we have passed that point. It 
may be that the Lebanon war. with 
its deceitful beginning and defeatful 
end. was primarily responsible for 
destroying the government’s credi- 
bility: it may also be that the disillu- 
sionment is the result of a much 
longer process and that the Lebanon 
war was merely the catalyst for ex- 
pressing this disillusionment. 

THE REAL QUESTION is where 
do we go from here? Can the decline 
be halted, even reversed? If so. how 


and at what cost? 

It is unlikely that the present poli- 
tical establishment could regain 
what it has squandered in terms of 
respect and credibility. The first act 
in the process of salvation, there- 
fore. must be tbe lifting of the enrse 
of this national unity government. It 
is a precondition of the healing pro- 
cess that each political party- present 
to the nation a programme designed 
to halt the slide into anarchy. 

Conceivably, then, the formation 
of a real government and a real 
opposition after fresh elections 
would begin the process of turning 
things around. 

But. given the persons and parties 
we have, it is more likely that the 
entrenched -interest groups which 
control the parties will not allow 
changes. 

Indeed, in the economic sphere, it 
is arguable that reform is no longer 
possible, even if a major party was to 
make a serious attempt. 

THE BREAKDOWN of the eco- 
nomy may be too far advanced be- 
cause the structural faults are too 
deep. Meanwhile, the gap between 
rich and poor continues to grow, and 
the calls for reform continue to be 
ignored. 


The perception of military vulner- 
ability is newer, but it is gaining 
ground rapidly. The combination erf 
the two - insecurity engendered by 
an economic crisis and tbe spectre of ~ 
military weakness taken against a 
background of administrative decay 
and governmental impotence - must ' 
surely trigger fan da mental changes. 

It is widely assumed that the in- - 
evitable rebound from our current 
state of anarchy will lead to a period ’ : 
of despostism. 

Tbe history of both the First and . 
Second Commonwealths provides 
many examples of precisely such ; 
reversals. But recent history of 1 
several European countries suggests 
that there are points along the way 
that one can stop at. 

Italy is now enjoying a period of- 
rare stability after being ravaged by- 
internal terrorism in the I97lk."" 
France, too. was brought back from : 
the brink by the firm handof De , 
Gaulle, without sacrificing democra- 
cy for despotism. . i- 

In other words, the situation is not ■: 
yet hopeless. But it cannot continue . 
as it is for much longer. ’ . .

STATE SECURITY is a flexible 
concept. To be sure, the PLO’s milit- 
ary infrastructure in South Lebanon 
threatened the peace in Northern 
Galilee during the years before the 
Lebanese invasion. 

But the dozens of horrifying terror 
attacks, 'ranging from airplane hi- 
jackings to the kidnapping of little 
children, were never a threat to the 
very existence of tbe state as we 
know it. 

Indeed, if anythiag. the bombings 
and hijackings and various other 
forms of terror were the opposite of 
successful in accomplishing what ter- 
ror is supposed to be all about. The 
condition of the Israeli economy has 
done more for yerida than any 
bombing of the Jerusalem market- 
place. Outrages in Jerusalem have 
not prevented a million tourists a 
year from visiting the capital. 

State security can also refer to 
preservation of the institutions of tbe 
state and their proper functioning. 
This perhaps is the crux of the issue 
to be argued with those demanding 
clemency for tbe defendants in the 
Jewish underground case. 

In some respects the operations 
they are charged with committing 
are similar to the criminal acts of tbe 
1.149 Palestinian terrorists released 
last week.

Dangers of 
clemency

West Bank mayors, even the plant- 
ing of bombs on five buses - all are 
typical terrorist acts in the Middle 
East.

EILAT stands on the verge of a great 
leap forward. The pace could be 
breathtaking. Can it catch ap with 
locations like Palzna de Majorca, 
Tenerife and the Azores to become 
one of Europe’s major winter re- 
sorts? 

The chances are good - if only 
because Eilat is unique among the 
resorts mentioned in offering 
aimmer-in-winter. Why, then, did 
the boom not happen before? Be- 
cause we have done everything we 
»ujd to drive tourists away. 

Vacationers fleeing from winter 
-ains and snow want to bathe in the 
;ea and tan in the sun. For that, in 
Govern be r-M arch, they need an 
average daytime temperature ex- 

:eedmg20°C. 

Only Eilat provides it. All the 
nher resorts within easy reach of 
Europe’s big population centres 
iffer less than 20 degrees. There you 
nay not need an overcoat, but you 
rill certainly need a sweater, and an 
imbrella for good measure. In Eilat, 
hirtsleeves are the rule; as often as 
lot swimming-trunks will do, or a 
likini. 

“To find what Eilat supplies cii- 
naticaliy I must cross the Atlantic to 
he Caribbean," states an English 
isitor at the Sonesta Hotel. “That 
leans an eight-hour flight, as 
gainst four-aud-a-half hours to 
"ilat." A person leaving from 
Tankfurt can get to Eilat in four 
ours flat, while a trip to the Carib- 
ean (.via London) would take him 
ine or 10 hours. 

Israel has discouraged tourism to 
s southern coast in two ways. It 
idn’t make available the normal 
menities of a holiday resort - and it 
barged the earth for what facilities 
lere were. “The money you save on 
te flight to Eilat drains away on the 
xpenses you face when you get 
ere," another tripper points out. 
-One shortcoming has been made 
sod: Eilat is no longer a dirty, 
eglected, two-bit frontier post. It 
is become a stylish riviera worth 
aying at. 

As a result, and even before the 
jthorities have had a chance lo 
ckle the second problem — chronic 
. gh prices' - the town is already 
icked with foreign visitors.

The Post's David Krivine describes an experiment in Eilat 



Two years ago, there was wide- 
spread alarm at the explosion of 
hotel construction down there. Two 
months ago at the end of March (one 
of the seasonal peaks), and again 
during the recent Shavuot weekend, 
there was not a room to be had. All 
hotels, old and new, are booked to 
the hilt. 

NEXT WEEK, the Knesset Finance 
Committee will study recommenda- 
tions made by an inter-ministerial ■ 
committee, under commissioner of 
internal revenue Israel Baron, to 
convert Eilat into a privileged tax 
area. 

The new order will be enacted for 
a period of three years. If it works, it 
will be renewed. And if it works 
well, officials say, some of its be- 
nefits may be extended, with 
appropriate modifications, to the 
country at large. 

The scheme is an experiment, and 
Eilat is to become a laboratory. 
Critics say that heavy taxation crip- 


ples production. Well, reply the au- 
thorities, let's see if that is true. If the 
Eilat test proves that there is a direct 
(negative) correlation between the 
dues a man pays to the country and 
the dollars he earns for the country, 
then the Treasury will gladly lower 
taxes, nationwide. 

All this is a dream for the future: 
but Israel's frontier city on the 
Negev's furthest tip is due to make 
its first plunge into fiscal utopia right 
now. as soon as the relevant legisla- 
tion is passed. 

It Is convenient to carry out the 
trial in Eilat, because the town can 
be effectively isolated from the rest 
of the country. There is only one 
highway leading out. A customs post 
can be established on that highway 
slightly to the north - where the 
whole country is only 8km. wide - 
and Israelis carrying dutiable goods 
could be checked, as in an airport. 

What will happen inside the pri- 
vileged area? Two things- First, the 
value added tax is to be - within the 


periphery of Eilat - abolished. It will 
not be levied on anything at all. 

The intention is to reduce prices 
by 17 per cent. And if merchants 
attempt to compensate by increasing 
their prices, they will be dealt with 
through the institution of price con- 
trol to ensure that the beneficiary of 
the tax relief is the consumer, not the 
vendor. 

The second change to be adopted 
is an increase in the income tax 
rebate from seven to 30 per cent - 
. oniy. however, as a premium to the 
employer. In other words. 23 per 
cent out of the sum that he has 
been deducting on the Treasury’s be- 
half from his workers' wages (those 
who earn enough to be taxed that 
much) will continue to be deducted, 
.but the money will be retained by the 
employer. 

To swell his ill-gotten gains? Not 
at al'i. The price controllers will see 
to it *hathis selling price is reduced 
by the whole of the appropriate 
proportions. 


THE SAVING is appreciable. On 
every worker earning IS600.000 a 
month, the Eilat employer will get 
back IS94.0QQ. On every worker 
earning IS1.5m.. he wj|] net 
IS345.000.‘These amounts add up. 

The wage-earner himself is not 
altogether neglected. His 7 per cent 
tax credit is currently limited to a 
relatively moderate income ceiling 
(the income on which 45 per cent tax- 
is paid). Henceforth the benefit ap- 
plies to ail income without limit. 

The foreign tourist will find him- 
self better off. He is already exempt 
from VAT. but only (apart from 
duty-free shopping) on his hotel bill. 
Under the new system, prices will be 
reduced on all his outlays - in res- 
taurants, bars and night-dubs, on 
taxi fares, on dry-deaning and what 
you will. With one proviso: that the 
price-cut policy works when the 
VAT disappears. 

While price control will certainly 
help, in the long run it would be 
more useful to ensure that a com- 
petitive situation is finally intro- 
duced to replace Eilat's self- 
indulgent. languorous, beachcom- 
ber. cost-plus atmosphere. The tax 
cuts should help achieve that objec- 
tive too. by attracting more eager- 
beaver business people and work- 
seekers to Eilat. 

The entry of David Lewis, a Brit- 
ish entrepreneur, has had that effect. 
He owns a big hotel, part -owns 
another and has bought a third, 
currently under construction.' What 
could be better for a town which - at 
the moment - depends entirely on 
tourism for its survival? Yet angry 
voices have been raised against 
Lewis on the ground that he is faking 
over the dtv. 

He is doing nothing of the kind. 
His only offence is charging tour 
operators a low SI2 or S13 a night for 
a room in Eilat's most luxurious 
hotel, the King Solomon. He did 
that to launch his new venture, and 
should be loudly applauded. Eilat 
needs that kind of stimulus: under- 
cutting rivals is good business. 
Understandably. Lewis's rivals are 
less than pleased. 

Duty-free shops in Israel's big 
cities have not attracted much cus- 
tom so far. owing to a similar quirk 


of business lethargy. They are all 
owned by a single company. Eshkar. 
Its outlets are confined ’ to a few 
luxury borels only and to Ben- 
Guiion airport. The landlords take 
the opportunity of exacting exorbi- 
tant rates from Eshkar. Being a 
monopoly, it passes on its rent and 
other inflated costs to its tourist- 
clientele. 

In Eilat, the setup will be, we are 
promised, different. Duty-free 
shops may be opened in any 4-star or 
5-star hotel and in the city' ^shopping 
centres. They will be run by whoever 
applies. 

IF EILAT is crowded before these 
reforms are enacted, it is likely that 
afterwards the human inflow will 
reach the bursting-point. Should 
that happen, the authorities may not 
just renew these benefits when they 
expire in three years' time. They 
may take courage', and extend them 
further. 

The Baron committee deals only 
with what it calls Stage One in the 
tax-reduction programme. There is 
talk also of Stage Two. which can 
only involve the dismantlement, in 
whole or in part, of the sales tax. 

Can the ambitious tax-cutting 
programmes be over-successful? 
May the invasion of Eilat grow too 
rapidly? The seaside city possesses 
4.000 rooms with a further 600 under 
construction, which will supply 
accommodation for 15 per cent more 
guests two years from now. 

That is not enough, owing to 
several factors that happen to be 
making for growth, all at the same 
time. One of them is the new regula- 
tions to be issued under the Free 
Ports Law of 1969. with the intention 
of attracting enterprises other than 
tourist hotels to the port city. 

Benefits will be confined - as in 
free-port cities overseas - to firms 
exporting all their output. The best 
thing is to compare what Eilat will 
offer (always subject, as noted 
above, to the approval of the Knes- 
set Finance Committee next week) 
and what the Capital Investments 
Law offers ro approved enterprises 
in Israel’s development areas.

What is -the nature of this all- • 
compassing Messing ? Arid why js it 

■en in three parts? Many genera- , 
ns have offered answers, reflect- 
; not only their own dreams and 
us in the' quest for blessing, but 
q keen efforts to understand the 


blessing from the point of view of 
God and Tora. What emerges from 
most interpretations is that the three 
: parts of the priestly benediction cor- 
respond to three distinct areas. 

In the beginning there is the bles- 
' sing for material goods; second the 
blessing on our intellectual en- 
deavours; and third on our mental 
and spiritual well-being. 

The priests are given specific in- 
structions as to the order and exact 
wording . of the blessing, Given their 
own vantage point in the holiness of 
the temple, they might assume that 
the divine blessing should be con- 
fined to spirituality and godliness. 
The given formula of the benedic- 
tion brings them down to earth and 
reminds them that people need 
proper material, conditions as a pre- 
requisite for. engaging in lofty spir- 
itual pursuits. 

“THE LORD BLESS you", the 
nncieht Midrash interpolates here: 
be-mamon, with money. “And keep 
you” - min ha - mazikim, keep you 
away from the destroyers, daraa- 
gers, spoilers; pests, demons. 

“It is not so good with money, as it 
is bad without it," my mother, may 
she be healthy and strong, often 
says. Rashi in his commentary asks: 
What good is there in being blessed 
with, money ' if eventually robbers

come and take it away from you? 
That is why “the Lord bless you" 
(with money) must be accompanied 
with “and keep you," so that the 
money is not taken away from you. 
There are. as we know, a million 
ways of making money, a million and 
one for losing it. 

The “robbers" Rashi talks about 
are not necessarily tough highway 
gmimen. They may chase you under 
different guises, as overreaching tax 
collectors, phony fund-raisers, 
make-believe investment consul- 
tants, faddist health advisors, status- 
selling PR experts, soft-spoken piety 
peddlers and many others. All those 
“daraagers" are constantly after 
you, as the Lord blesses you with 
money. He must therefore also 
“keep you" and protect you against 
all those fake well-wishers. 

Another way of looking at the 
dual expressions of “bless you" and 
“keep you" is offered by a mim ber of 
commentators: 

May God “bless you" with posses- 
sions' and “keep you" from those 


possesions possessing you. Money- 
can corrupt your personality and 
your patterns of living. It can' make 
you forget family and friends. It can 
alienate you from your traditions. 
“May the Lord bless you" with 
money , but may He also “keep you" 
from all the damages money might 
bring on you. now that you have 
been blessed with it. 

The Talmud (Bata Bathra 7b). 
tells about a pious man with whom 
Elijah- the prophet used to meet 


regularly. As the man prospered and 
bitilt a fence and fancy gate around 
bis house. Elijah stopped appearing 
to him and explained that with this 
new addition to his house, the man 
made himself inaccessible to the 
poor crying for help. Elijah would 
not approve of the "new style" 
money brings with it -double-locked 
doors, receptionists and secretaries, 
sophisticated intercom systems and 
uniformed doormen.

The radiance of God’s face upon 
you, which enables you to share his 
grace, is the content of the second 
part of the threefold benediction.

IF THAT DOES not attract indust- 
rial investment to the Eilat port area, 
nothing will. We are talking of firms 
whose business is export, so appli- 
cants may not be numerous: but to 
the extent that they do come, they 
will expand the population of Eilat 
and the volume of its business activ- 
ity. 

Its population at the peak was 
20.000. This has declined slightly to 
about 19.000, owing to the closure of 
the Timna copper mines and the oil 
pipeline, and the diminution of 
activity in the harbour (since the 
restoration of free passage through 
the Suez Canal). 

The population drop would have 
been greater, had it not been for the 
expansion of tourism. But the au- 
thorities do not want to rely exclu- 
sively on tourism. Foreign travel is 
subject to fluctuation for all sons of 
reasons, including political turmoil 
in the Middle East. 

The proposed new fiscal laws and 
regulations are designed to make 
Eilat grow, not just as a seaside 
resort, but also as a centre of indus- 
try and trade. Each purpose helps 
the other. 

The timing is good, because Eilat 
is now a town worth coming to. The 
problem, as stated, is prices. If they 
are reduced by around 25 per cent - 
as seems likely - there is no reason 
why the location should not 
mushroom until it becomes full- 
sized; and then everything will im- 
prove.

“The language of foe law can be 
given a broad or narrow construc- 
tion, or an ordinary or exceptional 
one.. ..But usually a minimal verbal 
link must exist between the language 
and foe goal. The interpreter is not 
entitled to realize an aim that has no 
basis - not even foe slightest - in the 
language of the law.”

TWO DIVERGENT TRENDS can 
be felt in Jewish religious national- 
ism in Israel. One is political mes- 
sianism. the other political restraint. 

The firsr trend, followed by mem- 
bers of Gush Emunim, is characte- 
rized by the belief that the Six Day 
■War brought about radical changes 
in both our physical and metaphysic- 
al status; that the military victory 
was an astonishing and divine mira- 
cle; that the end of days - the escha- 
tological era of redemption - has 
already begun and is being realized 
here and now. 

In mystical terminology, through 
the conquest of the land, Eretz Israel 
has been redeemed from oppression 
by the sitra ahra (literally, the “other 
side." or the “side of evil") and has 
entered the realm of all-embracing 
sanctity. Through the war. the 
Shcchina. the divine presence dwell- 
ing among us, was elevated from the 
dust, for it too had been in exile. 
Hence, if we were to return one 
single piece offend to other nations, 
we would be ceding control to the 
forces of evil. 

In similar vein, some of the lead- 
ing contributors to Nekuda. the 
West Bank settlement journal, inter- 
pret Operation Peace for Galilee as 
another sanctified war, another reli- 
gious duty, while Israel's military' 
presence in Southern Lebanon is 
xiewed as evidence of the divine 
promise to the holy congregation of 
Israel to own “every place whereon 
the soles of your feet shall tread ... 
from the wilderness and Lebanon, 
from the river Euphrates, even unto 
the uttermost sea shall your coast 
be." 

The second trend expresses the 
attitude of religious Zionists, like 
members of the Oz Veshalom move- 
ment. who oppose the stand of Gush 
Emunim. while accepting Halacha 
as the unquestionable binding au- 
thority in Judaism. 

They conceive religious law as 
liberating the Jew from excesses of 
piety, zeal and ecstasy, arguing that, 
ultimately, the mystification of so- 
cial and political reality, as’ prop- 
ounded by Gush Emunim. is likely 
to retard the rational character of 
religious, social and intellectual life, 
us well as growth of an open society 
and a democratic state. 

They are apprehensive of the pos- 
sibility of a totalitarian political au- 
thority which could easily arise from 
fanaticism, and warn of danger to 
the moral character of society, and 
of the loss of political realism and 
civil responsibility, should politics be 
mystically consecrated. 


Historian Uriel Tal, who died just one year ago, 
describes two different expressions of religious 
nationalism. These excerpts are taken from an 
article recently issued by the Israel Academy.

BY SELF-DEFINITION, the mes- 
sianic trend is radical and uncom- 
promising. It can be found in Gush 
Emunim, among large sections of 
the religious Zionist youth move- 
ments. in public schools, yeshiva 
high schools, student bodies, yeshiva 
. military units, settlersin.the territor- 
- ies. and members andsupjjorteis of 
the -Greater Land of Israfhjnove- 
ment and the Tehiya party. 

The thrust of its approach is that 
the mystique of rbe redemption has 
become tangible, concrete, and 
actual rather than covert. 

The commencement of the mes- 
sianic age is revealed in the conquest 
of the land, political sovereignty and 
the ingathering of the exiles; only 
later will eschatological changes take 
place on a cosmic scale. 

Hence, our days should be under- 
stood in the light’of the exodus from 
Egypt and the conquest of the land 
by Joshua, for then too events took 
piace in a natural way, inaugurating 
the era of redemption through victo- 
rious warfare. 

Rabbi Zvi Yehuda Kook and an 
ever-expanding number of disciples 
claim that since we are already in the 
new era. in the era of personal 
salvation and national redemption, 
an existential political situation of 
totality, rather than of tolerance, has 
been inaugurated. This totality of 
holiness, which now engulfs all 
aspects of reality, was expounded in 
a symptomatic collection of sermons 
published after the Yom Kippur War 
by Har Etzion Yeshiva: 

“We have to see the greatness of 
this hour in its biblicaf dimension, 
and it can be seen only through the 
messianic perspective ... only in the 
light of the Messiah.... Why did the 
war of Gog and Magog come?... 
after the establishment of the King- 
dom of Israel, the war can have only 
one significance: the purification, 
refining, and cleansing of the con- 
gregation of Israel.” 

In recent years, the interpretation 
of the holiness of space has trans- 
cended the original balachic mean- 
ing. bv which the land is holy be- 
cause only there is it possible to 
observe the religious and ritual laws 
concerning agriculture,' socio- 


economic customs and ways of life 
related to rural economy. 

Now. however, the land itself be- 
comes holy; space has actually be- 
come the incarnation of meta- 
histurical holiness. 

Among the sources of inspiration 
and political justification for this 
concept are biblical traditions re- 
lated ro the patriarchs. 

We read in Genesis of Abraham 
passing through the Land to 
Sbecftem. or Moreh: Sarah dying in 
Kiryat Arba and being buried in the 
cave of Machpela. Eventually the 
land, the fields, the caves, the trees, 
the rocks and “all the borders round 
about” were “made sure unto Abra- 
ham for a possession.” and promised 
by the Lord "unto thy seed.** 
According to this perception, those 
places have become a meta- 
historical reality. 

Once these primordial roots are 
uncovered, the sacrosanct ification 
of place becomes a practical, politic- 
al, not simply a theological, necessi- 
ty - 

Nahmanides, commenting on 
Numbers chapter 33:53-54 (“And 
you shall take possession of the land 
and settle in it, for I have given the 
land to you to possess it"), teaches 
that “We are commanded to take 
possession of the land... wc should 
not leave it in the hands of any other 
‘ people or allow it to lie waste." Die 
essence, he says, is “that we are 
commanded to enter the land, to 
conquer its cities, and to settle our 
tribes there .. Jor this is the com- 
mandraentfoftfonquest.’^' : ' r * ■''* 

_ This source is currently cited as a 
binding normative authority in many 
studies, sermons and treatises, in- 
cluding the Independence Day 
prayerboofc widely used by obser- 
vant and non-observant Jews and in 
a most significant ruling of the Coun- 
cil of the Chief Rabbinate. Here, the 
oft-debated prohibition on with- 
drawal from the territories and sur- 
rendering parts of the holy land once 
they are conquered is strongly 
emphasized. 

The couucii. in its session of 
March 197y, ruled that this prohibi- 
tion rests on the biblical command- 
ment lo tehonem. Deut. 7:2 teaches 
that when the children of Israel were 
to have ccyiquered the land and 
dispossessed us inhabitants, they 
were commanded "Thou shalt make 
no covenant with them, nor show 
mercy unto them (lo tehonem)." 

Both the Talmud and Maimo- 
nides, discussing the rules concern- 
ing relations with gentiles or idola- 
ters. interpret this phrase in several 
ways, among them the one empha- 
sized by the council: “You shall not 
give them a place of settlement on 
the soil." Here, tehonem is derived 
from hano, to encamp, rather than 
from hanon. to show mercy. 

Citing further talmudic sources, 
the council, led by the then Ashke- 
nazi chief rabbi . Shiomo Goren, and 
opposed by Sephardi Chief Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef, added that the pro- 
hibition on ceding any of the occu- 
pied territories is derived from the 
fact that the possession of the land is 
a divinely ordained inheritance. 

Goren and the council overruled 
the opinion that, even according to 
the Bible, parts of the land could be 
surrendered lo non-Jewish political 
powers, as with Solomon's gift of JO 
Galilaean cities to Hiram (Kings I), 
for in Chronicles 11 we learn “that 
the cities which Hiram had restored 
to Solomon, Solomon built them and 


caused the children of Israel to dwell 
there.'* 

Thus, according to this trend, a 
total and uncompromising sanctity 
rests upon the country's current 
boundaries; we are in the era ot 
messianic redemption, wirh the 
splendour, glory and total normative 
authority of eschatological salvation 
realized in our political situation. 

PROPONENTS OF THE OPPOS- 
ING trend in religious Zionism 
argue that contemporary political 
reality should be understood by ap- 
plying rational and socio-ethical self- 
restraint, and that this approach is 
precisely what Halacha, the rabbinic 
law in its historical unfolding, re- 
quires. 

They tend to be moderate and to 
urge compromise, so far as politics 
are concerned, for the sake of a 
historical rather than a meta- 
hist orical self-understanding. They 
are found mainly in the Oz Vesba- 
lom movement, among members of 
the renewed Tora Ve’avoda, which 
hopes to revive the religious Labour 
Zionist tradition, in the religious 
kibbutz movement and among mem- 
bers of the recently founded Netivot 
Shalom (paths of peace) movement. 

Halacha is interpreted as a factor 
which throughout history has freed 
Judaism from an excess of ecstacy or 
ascetism, from political romantic- 
ism. from the totality of time and 
space structured as myths. 

A mystification of political cir- 
cumstances cannot, it is argued, but 
disrupt the peace process in the. 
Middle East. While, the sanctity-of . 


readiness to compromise - albeit 
with a firm stand on the Jews' right to 
the land of Israel. 

These religious Zionists hold a 
historical rarher than a meta- 
hisrorical concept of time and space. 

Time is interpreted in the spirit of 
Maimonides' restraining teachings 
about ihe messianic era: the sages 
and the prophets await the days of 
the Messiah not that they might rule 
over the world or lord it over other 
nations, but rather “that they might 
be free to engage in the study of the 
Tora and its wisdom." thus estab- 
lishing a better society firmly built on 
the Law. 

This means that moral and intel- 
lectual achievements, not the exer- 
cise of military might over a huge 
non-Jewish population, will even- 
tually inaugurate messianic time. 

The same criteria, and more, are 
applied to space. Nahmanides' “We 
shall not leave it [the land] in the 
hand of others’* is not necessarily 
and exclusively to be applied to 
maximal boundaries: a variety of 
boundaries for the Promised Land 
are found in the Scriptures, teaching 
us that it is not changing political 
boundaries but the land itself which 
is holy. 

For example, according to Gene- 
sis. the boundaries of Canaan at the 
time of the sons of Noah and their 
generations are not those promised 
to Abraham and his descendants 
(10:19; 13:18-21), and both of these 
differ from the boundaries promised 
to rbe children of Israel in the desert, . 
according to Exodus (23:31]) or prior ;

al considerations, and hence subject 
to change. 

These primary assumptions shape 
a restraining policy condemning ex- 
tremism as contrary to the spirit of 
true Judaism. 

The Oz Veshalom movement 
advocates territorial and political 
concessions rather than fanaticism 
and radicalism. The emphasis is on 
ethical rather than militant criteria, 
owing to the belief that prolonged 
imposed rule over ethnic or religious 
minorities such as the Arab popula- 
tion of the land of Israel cannot but 
distort the democratic and ethical 
foundations of Jewish society. 

The personal and moral integrity 
of the leaders, as well as of the 
youth, is deemed to be at stake. 
Hence compromise is understood as 
a religious value. 

Compromise as a peaceful solu- 
tion to conflicts of interest was com- 
mended in several strict balachic 
juridical matters, and in the Bible, 
Abraham compromised in order to 
make peace between his shepherds 
and those of Lot. He was subse- 
quently rewarded by God’s recon- 
firmation. in Genesis, of his right to 
the whole of the land. 

Mordechai Breuer points out that, 
from a strict haladiic viewpoint, 
there is no justification for the argu- 
ment against territorial compromise , 
if compromise would indeed serious- 
ly enhance the peace process in the 
Middle East and thus the prospect of 
saving lives. 

Basing his elaboration on author- 
ities such as Rabbi Avraham Yitzhak 
Kook and Rabbi Avraham Yeshaya 
Karelitz, Breuer shows that the lo 
tehonem dause, the prohibition on 
giving or selling land in Eretz Israel 
to non-Jews, does not necessarily 
extend to the act of surrendering 
territories - especially if political 
and military experts are convinced 
that such an act may help to avoid 
bloodshed. 

Moreover, in contrast to the late 
Rabbi Zvi Yehuda Kook and to 
Rabbis Avraham Kahana-Shapira 
and Ya’acov Ariel Stiglitz, who 
ruled that the conflict between Jews 
and Arabs is subsumed under the 
case of “religious persecution” 
which categorically calls for martyr- 
dom, Breuer warns against the abuse 
of that motive. 

Indting true believers to under- 
take unnecessary hazards simply out 
of zealous passion and ecstasy 
should, he says, be avoided. 

Citing major halachic authorities, 
Breuer argues, as does Rabbi Yishai 
Yovel. rhat the Jewish Arab conflict 
is hardly motivated by what Halacha 
calls religious persecution,' namely, 
the attempt of non-Jews (in this case 
Moslems) to force Jews to transgress* 
their law and/or to convert (here to 
fclam). 

Hence, what is required in this 
conflict is not blind martyrdom, but 


nous promises in the Pentateuch and 
those for the End of Days, according 
to Ezekiel. 

None of these boundaries coin- 
cides with those the tribes were to 
inherit by lot (Numbers 34:2-12). 
nor are they the same as those of the 
inheritance and settlement found in 
Joshua (12) or Judges (3-4). And 
none of them even compares with 
those of the second inheritance at 
the time of Ezra and Nehemia or. in 
the days of King Yannai and Agrip- 
pasl. 

It is pointed out that, according to 
Maimonides, the second inheritance 
is legally binding rather than the 
first, and so Samaria, for instance, 
would not be included in the halachi- 
cally fixed boundaries, since it was 
not conquered by those who re- 
turned from Babylonia, and was 
only briefly held by the Hasmo- 
daeans. 

These religious Zionists oppose 
the essential features of political ex- 
tremism. They oppose the attribu- 
tion of absolute sanctity to phe- 
nomena that are essentially historic- 
al and subject to temporary change, 
such as territorial boundaries. They 
are against the blurring of rational 
and critical thought by an excess of 
political romanticism and pious ser- 
monizing. 

And they are against taking a 
personal mystic experience - no mat- ' 
fer how rich and elevating - and 
transferring it to political events. 
This, they hold, may lead to un- 
democratic and totalitarian policies, 
confusing coercion with freedom, 
indoctrination with education, and 
causing the flaring up of national 
radicalism, both secular and reli- 
gious. 


THE ADVOCACY of political mes- 
sianic attitudes and policies reflects a 
relatively new pbase in the develop- 
ment of Zionism. 

It is necessary ro keep in mind that 
those who support them do not con- 
stitute a monolithic bloc. Among 
them can be found various 
approaches to the land and the State 
of Israel; some may even be chang- 
ing their minds, having confronted 
the problems of their relationship to 
the Arab population or pondered 
the Lebanon War. 

It is also important to remember 
that some believers tend to be reluc- 
tant to reveal their innermost convic- 
tions to the general public or to the 
non-ini dated. This reluctance is 
found not only among believers with 
romantic or mystic inclinations, as 
one might assume, but also in the 
realm of balachic discourse, espe- 
cially where religious motivations 
have political implications. 

Thus, some of the spiritual leaders 
of Gush Emunim advocate de- 
emphasizing - for the time being - 
their conviction that Southern Leba- 
non is the land of the tribes of 
Naphtali and Asher and therefore 


belongs to Greater Palestine no less 
than any other place in Israel. They 
are also playing down their feeling 
that, in the light of the organic union 
of Israel, the land and The people, 
the liberal idea of equal rights, inde- 
pendent of ethnic or religious affilia- 
tion. can hardly be applied in a 
Jewish state. Civil rights should be 
granted to non-Jews only if and 
when they acknowledge the laws of 
Noah according to their Judaic 
source. 

Also, they suggest that the non- 
Jew should be entitled to civil rights

The non-Jew 
should not be granted the status of a 
get tzedek. who is a genuine prose- 
lyte and therefore be entitled to the 
same rights and duties as the Israeli 
Jew. 

There are also those who hint at 
their conviction that the continua- 
tion of our existence in the land is 
dependent upon the emigration of 
the Arabs. They believe that in war- 
time. one should not differentiate 
between warrior and civilian, for 
both are Israel's enemy. 

In short, the people of Israel are 
commanded to be holy - and not 
mprai or humane according to.ordin- 
ary . criteria ..The . moral, teachings 
which have been accepted by man- 
-kradHn- principle at least, do not 
apply to the Jew, for he was chosen 
to be beyond them. 

Political messianism is not limited 
to the realm of personal, communal 
or sectarian salvation. Rather, we 
are facing a historical process that 
has been called "the new dispensa- 
tion” amid a modern society. 

In this divine order of worldly 
affairs, religion and society are total- 
ly interdependent, so that politics, 
just as religion, tends to embrace all 
walks of life. The secular state is thus 
capable of restoring theocracy to its

Reliable sources said yesterday 
that sem'or government ecbSIons are 
planning to implement at least some 
of the IMF demands. The plans 
envisage a partial exchange-rate uni- 
fication accompanied by a shekel 
devaluation of 10 to 15 per cent. 

According to the sources the His- 
tadrut will be pressed to waive part 
of the cost-of-living increment. In 
addition the rate of devaluation 
would be frozen for a limited period 
of time, together with prices and 
wages.

Professors Her- 
bert Stein and Stanley Fischer, who 
visited Israel earlier this year on 
behalf of U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz, are to take pan in the 
talks. 

According to the sources, top gov- 
ernment officials believe that the 
Americans will press for the ad op- 
tion of the IMF recommendations . 

They added that the Americans ■ 
share the fund's increasing doubts 
about the government's gradualistic : 
approach. 

Mandelbaum said yesterday that 
about $50 milli on in foreign currency 
is “leaked" every month - part to the 
black market and part "under the 
mattress.” Based on the pace in 
recent months, $600 to $700m. can 
be expected to be leaked annually, 
he said. 

The governor sharply attacked the 
government, saying that during the 
last years it has been constantly 
changing its policies. Periods when 
the government is concerned mainly 
with inflation rates are followed by 
periods when it concentrates on solv- 
ing balance of payment problems. 
Ibis has led to ineffideocy, Mandd- 
haiim added.

He said that 
exports are not growing and imports 
are rising while government spend- 
ing has not dropped. Mandelbaom 
declared that unless necessary. mean.

He added that package deal n and 
m did not succeed. "The pace of 
price increases can be slowed only 
within the framework of a compre- 
hensive programme, at the centre of 
which there must be a significant cut 
of the budget accompanied by a 
freeze of monetary injections and 
cost elements. 

Mandelbaum said that last year 
net collection of taxes dropped by an 
unprecedented rate, some 40 per 
cent, while the government's local 
excess of spending over revenue 
reached the highest proportions 
since the Yom Kippur war.

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TEL AVIV. - The “free” share 
market yesterday recorded scattered 
rises after three straight days of falls. 
In the "arrangement" sector, 
however, prices slipped, as did regu- 
lar dollar-linked bonds. Index- 
linked bonds were mixed, with scat- 
tered rises. 

Volumes improved on this last 
trading day of the month, and total 
volume rose past the IS5 billion 
mark for the first time in several 
days. However, with the ongoing 
slide in the shekel's value against the 
dollar, even yesterday's IS5.3b. tur- 
nover only represents $5 milli on _ 
and Therefore the situation remains 
much as it was in this respect. 
Volumes were very poor on the 
average and certainly lower in real 
terms than the turnovers being re- 
corded in the first half of May. 

The "arrangement" sector in- 
creased its volume though, and this 
was enough to account for the rise in 
share volume overall. However, 
these pseudo-shares - in effect 
dollar-linked bonds - were under 
slight selling pressure yesterday, and 
their index fell for the first time this 
week. 

Elsewhere in the share market 
prices were mainly higher, but not 
spectacularly so. Advances outnum- 
bered declines by two to one . and the 
ratios of sharp upmoves and "buyers 
only" compared to sharp down- 
moves and "sellers only" situations 
reversed itself vis-4-vis Wednesday's 
market. Nonetheless, the 173 issues 
that traded without change in price 
probably reflected the underlying 
trend best of all.

Investment companies finally 
snapped out of their losing streak, 
and regained almost 3% on the day. 
Industrials were also fairly strong, 
and insurance and service and trade 
companies chipped in with gams as 
well. As a result, the non-bank index 
pushed ahead by 1.33%, although 
the General Share Index was only 
fractionally improved. 

As noted, yesterday's moves re- 
versed the trend of the previous days 
of the week. Thus the General Share 
Index advanced 3.39% on the week, 
but only because of the 5. 91 % rise in 
the "arrangement" issues. The non- 
bank index, reflecting the weakness 
of the free share market, fell by 
2. 1 9% over the week. 

Almost every sector joined in the 
fall, save only the tiny specialized 
financial institutions, which rose 
3% , and the trade and service group 
and real estate sector, which were up 
slightly. 

Even the once mighty oils only 
eked out 0.14% over the week. If we 
assume a 10% price index for May, 
or if we compare these gains to those 
of the dollar over the week, it is clear 
that these small moves were in fact 
real losses. 

Other sectors lost even in nominal 
terms. Non-“arrangement** bank 


shares slumped by 5.6% and invest- 
ment companies by 4.5% , while in- 
dustrials as a whole were off by 
3.35%. 

For the month of May, the results 
were even more mixed. It should be 
recalled that for the share market. 
May started off very well and only 
turned sour after the publication of 
the huge April price index of 19.4% . 
If. again, we assume a May price 
index of 1Q%, or use the dollar 
devaluation figure (so far, there's 
still today to come) of about 9%, the 
following statistics will be seen in 
their correct light. 

The General Share Index rose by 
12.44% during the month, split be- 
tween a low 7.45% for the non-bank 
index and a high 14.84% from the 
"arrangement" index. 

The non-bank index itself con- 
tained weak performances from in- 
vestment companies (+3% in the 
month), insurance (+0.86%) and 
real estate (+3.79%). This was 
offset by a 10% rise in the important 
industrial index (spearheaded by the 
electronics and optics shares, which 
faded later in the month, but gained 
17.65% overall), and 21% and 25% 
respectively, from the specialized 
financial instutions and the oil ex- 
ploration shares, which were clearly 
the winners in this month's race. 

But the outlook, for the share 
market, like the economic news in 
the background, is grim. It cannot be 
expected that shares will even hold 
their own in the current climate, and 
last week's performance has made 
this dear.

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The bank’s verdict 


THE GOVERNOR of the Bank of Israel is to be commended 
for putting his signature to an annual report that amounts to the 
sharpest condemnation of government policy ever issued by the 
central bank in the thirty years of its existence. 

It complements the State Comptroller's report published a 
month ago, which was the harshest in its own 35 years. 

Unfortunately, while specific in its censure of the maladroit- 
ness with which the country has been governed in every area of 
economic policy; while outspoken in its description of the 
erratic swings of policy from trying to cope with the balance of 
payments difficulties by driving up inflation to attempting to 
curb inflation and bringing the foreign payments position to the 
brink of disaster, the Bank of Israel becomes vague when it 
comes to its central recommendation of cutting government 
spending. 

On that subject, it has little to say except that the government 
must reduce its budget. The “where” and “what” are left 
entirely to the government. 

How the government is going to accomplish this when 
inflation has made a mockery of budget management, remains 
a secret. How it is going to do this when, in addition to the 
two-thirds of the budget that go for defence and debt service, 
some two-thirds of the remaining expenditure are contractual 
and legal obligations that can be changed only by major 
legislation, equally remains obscure. The central bank insists 
not only that cutting public spending across the board to the 
point of balancing the budget is possible, but that the political 
and social margin of such cuts is wide enough to allow the 
government deficit to be eliminated. 

It does not seem to have occurred to the authors of the 
report, and to the governor who signed.it, that the govern- 
ment's inability to implement its own decisions to cut public 
spending (as long as defence and the debt service remain 
untouchable) may reflect' genuine difficulties rather than 
political failure of nerve . 

The bank wants the budget deficit and the printing of money 
that had financed it exclusively in 1984 to be reduced by cutting 
expenditure, not by raising revenue, which would merely drive 
inflation up. The argument is valid enough, but there is an 
inconsistency between that recommendation and the bank's 
finding that there has been “an unprecedented. . .decline in net 
tax collection, of 40 per cent in real terms” in 1984, which, it can 
be assumed with certainty, continues in 1985. 

There are two aspects to this erosion of the government's 
revenues. One is the distributional, on which the Bank of Israel 
has little to say. although its data and analyses reveal clearly 
enough that inflation, and tax legislation designed to protect 
property and profits from its ravages have made businessmen 
and owners of property virtually tax-exempt. Nearly the entire 
burden of inflation has been put on the wage earners. 

The second aspect has to do with the need to balance the 
budget, which in 1984 ran a deficit of nearly 17 per cent. The 
bank does indeed recommend a thorough tax reform, designed 
to increase revenue without raising our already onerous tax 
rates, and to reduce wage costs while restoring the real taxation 
of business enterprises. 

But that may not be enough and will, in any event, take 
precious time. Budget cuts are therefore imperative, but it* 
should have been stated clearly and candidly that the two-thirds 
of the budget that have so far remained sacrosanct - defence 
and the protection of property that goes by the name of 
servicing the domestic debt- must be those that have to be cut. 

Decisions of this kind indeed require the comprehensive 
economic policy for which the Bank of Israel calls together with 
nearly everybody else.

A VISITING West German politi- 
cian asked Vice Premier Yitzhak 
Shamir this week whether the re- 
lease of the 1,150 Palestinian terror- 
ists was “a signal” that Israel was 
prepared to negotiate with the 
Palestinian organizations. 

“Absolutely not! No way what- 
soever!" was the Likud leader's pre- 
dictable response. 

The German guest was apparently 
looking for ways to explain the 
otherwise inexplicable. 

Or perhaps he was trying, post 
factum, to change the government’s 
incomprehensible act of national 
masochism from a blow against 
Israel itself to a blow for peace. But 
if that was his intention he was 
plainly talking to the wrong man. 

Shamir's knee-jerk negativism 
need not. however, be Israel's last 
word. Indeed, it must not be. if the 
catastrophic lapse of judemem and 
leadership embodied in the prisoner 
exchange is to be redeemed in any- 
way. 

The German politician's difficulty 
is readily understandable: it needs a 
psychologist, not a politician or a 
pundit, to explain how the top minis- 
ters decided on the exchange, and 
how virtually all the other ministers 
approved it; to explain how hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of people 
knew more or less what was being 
decided - yet 'so few did anything 
even to protest against it. 


together with the previous prime 
minister and the two previous de- 
fence ministers, had been worn 
down by the relentless pressures ex- 
erted on them by the families of the 
three PoWs. Their judgment had 
been eroded. 

Today, many ministers and offi- 
cials subscribe to a shocking proposi- 
tion: Had Miriam Groff not been 
such a determined and articulate 
person, the decision to release her 
son and the rwo others on Jibril's 
terms would not have been taken. 
As one government source put it 
rather crudely: "Had they been 
orphans - they'd still be there." 

But the same policy-makers prob- 
ably would not succumb to such 
pressures again if similar circumst- 
ances should arise. This, despite De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin's 
rather sad attempt to present last 
week s exchange as merely one point 
on a steady curve, starting from the 
El Al plane hijack to Algeria in 1968 
and stretching on into infinity. 
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THERE SEEMS to have been a 
deadening sense of reliance on 
“those who know best" - in this case 
the heroes of the Entebbe decision - 
which affected everyone, right up to 
the highest echelon of the “inner 
cabinet." 

But up there at the top. the prime 
minister and the defence minister. 


THE TRUTH is that a wave of 
second-thoughts, and in many cases 
regret, engulfed the government 
even before the public criticism wel- 
ledup. 

One high official spoke of "a feel- 
ing of. 'God. what have we done?' " 
assailing the policy-makers as the 
terrorist prisoners were being trans- 
ported from jails around the coun- 
try, still under cover of secrecy, to 
the central collection points. 

A policy-maker involved in the 
decision-making, in a remark which 
revealed the strength of the group- 
psychological forces at work, said 
last week it had quite simply never 
occurred to him that there was any 
alternative, that the government 
could act in any other way - until, on 


the morning after, he was con- 
fronted with a barrage of bitter re- 
sentment from his friends, and from 
the press. 


BLIT WHILE -we may .believe that 
last week's decision was a one-tune 
aberration, its damage is deep, and 
will be lasting. A political reprieve 
for the Jewish terrorists and a Wild 
West situation on die West Bank are 
two pernicious potential repercus- 
sions. along with the sapping of 
national pride and morale, and of 
international standing. 

Above all. the terrorists wflj not 
see the exchange as ah aberration, 
but as a precedent to be exploited 
and extended in the future. 

Surely the minister of defence, the 
prime minister, and other leaders 
are gripped by a powerful longing to 


redress the balance, to do something 
bold and inspiring, which at one 
mighty stroke would wipe out the 
ill-effects of the unfortunate ex- 
change? That must be the natural 
urging of men who have been at the 
helm of Israel’s defences for de- 
cades. 

And therein lies perhaps the 
greatest danger arising from last 
week's great mistake. 

Granted. Peres and Rabin are pot 
adventurers, not men given to im- 
petuous, hot-beaded military deci- 
sions. They are cool, steady, steel- 
nerved. pragmatic. 

Or at least that was what their 
records showed until last week. The 
exchange decision seems to show, 
however, that even nerves of steel 
can crack, producing a lapse of judg- 
ment. The danger now is that one 



lapse could lead to another:

GERMANS AND BERGEN - BELSEN

Sir. - Your report on the after- 
math of Bergen-Belsen (April 18) 
reminds me of an episode I witnes- 
sed a few days after the liberation of 
the camp. 

I was then a newly liberated pris- 
oner of war and as such had the 
opportunity to serve as interpreter to 
the commander of a Canadian 
medical unit, then stationed near 
Bergen, during a meeting which he 
had with the then mayor of Bergen. 
During their talk the mayor tried to 
convince the Canadian that, 
although he knew there were “some 
criminals’’ in the camp, he had no 
idea who they were, what they were 
doing and whar was done to them. In 


spite of all my efforts. I succeeded 
only partly in convincing the medical 
man that these were brazen lies. 


When the British brought German 
Chilians to have a look at the horrors 
and to help clean up the site, there 
was only indignation at the treat- 
ment meted out to them . the Ger- 
mans, but hardly any emotion at 
what they saw in the camp: 



Even now, 40 years later, these 
scenes are indelibly imprinted in ray 
mind as characteristic of the German 
attitude towards these horrors. Has 
there been any fundamental change 
in the meantime?
